HE attitude adopted by Mr. de Valera 

in Dail Eireann with regard both 

to the oath of allegiance and the outlawry 
of war has attracted some attention in 


the North, but the general opinion, even 
among Nationalists, is that his influence 
is waning, and his heroics are not taken 
seriously utiless by those whose interest 


it is to picture him as a continual menace 
to the integrity of the Northern province. 
In that connection his denunciations 
against the imperial connection are 
welcomed, and, perhaps, people cannot be 
altogether blamed for contencing that, so 


long as the Southern Republican leade: 
expresses hostility towards them, they 
should prepare to meet any emergency. 
Mr. de Valera’s statements may be 


amusing to men of courage and broad out- 
look, but there is always an atmosphere of 
uncertainty which unsettles the mind of 
the timid, even although the possibility 
of a grand turn-over in the politics of the 
Free State is remote. 

The relations between the North 
South can never be improved by opposition 
to the Empire and the principles for 
which it stands, but any gesture of friend- 
ship having for its object the prosperity 
of the whole of Ireland will be cordially 
welcomed. by the great mass of the 
business people of the Six Counties. There 
are many schemes in which both Govern- 
“ments could co-operate for the good of all, 
and the conviction is growing stronger 
and stronger as tne days pass by that 
beth States would be benefited by a more 
generous spirit of accommodation. Even 
in such a matter as arranging for the 
convenience of the multitude of tourists 
who are expected to visit the North for 
the big motor car August next, 
much could be done to instil good-will, 
while the material side would also be 
helped. With free and untrammelled 
intercourse the border would cease to be a 
trouble and would soon fade from tbe 
public memory.

We are again in the throes of a temper- 
ance campaign in the Northern capital, 
and the people are being regaled with the 


old arguments, some sound and others 
mere shibboleths. Wuring the week-end 
Mr. A. W. Tweedall, President of the 


Baptist Union in Ireland, said a curious 
thing. Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the Total Abstinence Society in con- 
nection with the Union, he declared that 
if the legislators in the Free State had 
their wav and dared to face the facts, they 
would abolish the drink traffic altogether, 
whereas in Northern Ireland exactly the 
opposite was the case, as the people would 
abolish the drink traffic, but the statesmen 
were not with them. Mr.. Tweedall may 
be correct so far as regards the South, 
although it does not seem likely if the 
traditional Irish hospitality is to be taken 
as a guide, but his judgment ‘of the 
North. while very flattering to the general 
community, will hardly be accepted as 
having a good foundation. The inference 
regarding the House of Commons is also 
wide of the mark, as there are many 
temperance champions amongst its mem- 
bers, and, as a matter of fact, the Total 
Abstinence Party claim a majority of 
sympathisers, including all sections: but 
a great majority ot the people, from the 
most exalted to the humblest citizen, are 
opposed to any interference with their 
liberty. Moreover, many earnest re- 
formers view with apprehension the intro- 
duction of the norrors which have 
followed in the train of prohibition in 
other ,countries. 

The ultimate good of the whole com- 
munity is what the true searcher after 
better conditions snuuld étrive for, and 
that cannot be found in compulsion. It 
can only be gained by educative methods, 
particularly among the younger genera- 
tion, so that conviction, and not a legis- 
lative bludgeon, may guide them into 
those pleasant paths which every wise 
deka desire In Northern Ireland 
the consumption of alcoholic liquors is 
rapidly diminishing, as has been pointed 
out by Mr. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance, and, although he himself is a 
strong temperance man. he has the fore- 
sight to see that prohibitive measures 
would do more harm than good. 


Following upon the musical competi- 
tious which have become so popular 
throughout the Northern province, efforts 
are being made to promote chora] festivals 
for the improvement of the service of 
praise in churches.

FAMOUS AIRMANS VISIT. 

The forthcoming visit of Sir Alan 
Cobham to Belfast has created a great 


deal of interest, and the famous flying 
man will get a cordial welcome when his 
seaplane comes to rest at Belfast Har- 
bour. Sir Alan is well known in Belfast. 
as le was the principal pilot engaged in 
the experimental flights when an air 
service was considered between the South 
of England and the Northern capital some 
five years ago. Great hopes were built 
on that project, and an aerodrome was 
established at Malone, but nothing came 
of it, and the fields at the landing 
grounds are now let out in grazing and 
form a prolific source of controversy at 
the meetings of the Corporation. When 
flying was not so popular or safe as it is 
now the Lord Mayor of Belfast went over 
to Plymouth and made the return journey 
through the air with Sir Alan, then Mr. 
Cobham, in charge. On that occasion Sir 
William Turner spoke highly in praise of 
the distinguished airman, and he will be 
glad to renew an old friendship. 

Sir Alan believés in the possibilities of 


Northern Ireland as a centre of aerial 
communication, and it may be that his 
present visit mas some connection with 
the new proposed scheme to form an air 
service between Beliast, Dublin and 
certain cross-Channel cities. He was ex- 
pected on Wednesday, but his forced 


landing at Calshot the other day when 
flying from Plymouth to London has 
altered his plans. He has intimated, how- 
ever, to the Beliast Harbour Commissioners 
that they may proceed with the mooring 
arrangements for his seaplane, and these 
are being carried out. He will land on 
the Lough in the vicinity cf Carrickfergus, 
and will taxi up to his berth at the docks. 
where he will be received by various 
representatives of public bodies.

PROBLEM OF THE MAILS. 


The question of the English mails still 
remains a source of dissatisfaction to 
Belfast traders, and an effort is being 
made to speed up tne new Heysham 
service, from which so much has been 
expected. It appears that the steamer 
berths at Belfast Harbour just a little 
too late to connect with the morning 
delivery in the city, and the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company is to be 
approached to alter the time of arrival 
from 6.30 a.m. to 6.15 a.m., or earlier, if 
possible, to enable that to be done—a con- 
cession which would be of enormous im- 
portance to business men generally. The 
subject was discussed at a meeting of the 
Exeeutive Committee of the Belfast 
Chamber of Trade to-day, and, while a 
tribute was paid to the advantages of the 
new route as compared with the old 
system, it was thought that more night 
he done to facilitate the mail service, and 
it was decided to take action accordingly. 
Belfast is greatly handicapped by the 
delay in delivering cross-Channel letters, 
and, although the local posta! authorities 
are sympathetic, they are helpless unless 
thev themselves 1eceive the mail-bags 
earlier than they do under the present 
arrangement. It is stated that, with the 
speed of the fine vessels on the route, there 
should be no difficulty in saving half-an- 
hour on the voyage across, and if that 
were done, everyone would be satisfied. 
That, at least, is the position, as pictured 
by the Chamber of Trade, and it is to be 
hoped that the representations made will 
receive the generous consideration of th 
company. The Chamber does a splendid 
work in conserving the trading and com- 
mercia] interests of the North, and it is 
noteworthy that its members have invited 
the National Chamber of Trade to hold 
ifs annual confererice a couple of years 
hence in Belfast.

a of the best. fishing. grounds. in 
Australian waters. are situated © off 
the wild south-east coast of Tasmafia, 
and much of the fish sold in Melbourne 
and Sydney has its origin there. The 
bouts employed in the industry are fairly 
Jarge, owing to the rough weather and 
enormous seas encountered at times. 
Generally cutter or yawl rigged, they are 
mainly dependent on their ‘‘ wings,’’ but, 
notwithstanding, all of them are now 
‘fitted with ‘‘ one-lung’’ engines, so as to 
permit of their getting out of tight places 
or to allow of movement in a dead cali. 

The character of the scenery off which 
the main fishing banks lie is nothing 
short of magnificent. Wor long stretches 
frowning. basali cliffs rise out oí the sea 
like a huge wall, only broken here and 
there by little inlets. Some of these bays 
are safe enough when the wind is off- 
shore, but when it is beating up from 
the Antarctic they are veritable death- 
traps for boats at haven there. 


LINE FISHING. 


Trawlers have yet to be introduced to 
Tasmania, and most of the deep-sea fish- 
ing has to. be done by lime. Whenever 
the weather is propitious the craft slip 
their moorings at the Hobart docks and 
set off for the fishing grounds, few of 
which are less than a hundred miles 
away. It is on the ‘* banks”’—rocky 
patches on the ocean bed—thatythe fish, 
if in biting humour, are to he caught. 
The position of these banks is judged by 
certain outstanding marks on shore, and 
when they"have been reached the anchors, 
with seventy-five or more fathoms of line 
attached (to allow for drift), are heaved 
overboard. The banks are situated, at 
depths varying from twenty to fifty 
fathoms. When all is shipshape the 
day’s operations begin. Lines are baite- 
with lumps of shark-meat, and dro;ne-l 
o.er the side. If the fish are biti.c; it 
is not very long before the members ot 
the crew ars kept busy hau'ing thair on 
borrd. Flape silvery sea-perch, “Aizhtins 
madly, are unhooked and thrown in tie 
well. Red-tinted rock cod, flabby and 
covered with slime, follow suit. Some- 
times these have to be deflated before 
they are put in the well, as the air with 
which they are so often filled “does not 
permit of their sinking. 

Many other fish of an extraordinary 
variety of shape and colouring are also 
caught, but, as they have little or no 
marketable value, they are either flung 
back in the sea or kept on deck to serve 
as bait. Trumpeter, perhaps the most 
delicately-fleshed fish in southern waters, 
are olten taken in great numbers, but 
they live on banks of their own, seem- 
ingly giving the quarrelsome perch, a 
wide berth. Frequently weighing from 
between thirty to over fifty pounds, they 
sell at good prices--£1 to £1 15s. apiece 
being their average wholesale value. 

When there is a heavy swel] on fishing 
becomes very difeeult. The crew stagger 
and slide abf/ut the pitching deck, 
rendered slipj®ry with fish slime. At 
such times it needs no ‘prentice hand to 
haul a weighty trumpeter aboard. It is 
almost an impossibility to stand upright. 
Hands become stiff and half-frozen, and 
fingers commence to ache with the re- 
peated tugs on the lines. Fish-spikes vet 
jabbed in tender parts, and loud and 
sulphurous grows the language of the 
fishermen. 


THE ELUSIVE CRAY. 


In the majority of cases boats only 
indulge in line fishing on a large scale 
for about three months in every year—at 
the season when crays are in soft shell. 
Crayfish potting is a much more. profit- 
able occupation, although every bit as 
hard work as the former. The pots in 
which these green crustaceans are caught 
are made of basket-work, being something 
like a squat ink-well. Just inside these 
large pieces of bait—the ‘‘ camier’’ the 
better—are fastened securely with a 
wooden skewer. Then the pots are 
fastened by a length of rope to a co-k 
buoy, sewn like mines from a mine-layer 
and left on the cray beds overnight. By 
morning numerous crays—creedy, un- 
principled creatures all of them—have 
congregated in and around the pots, fight- 
ing and struggling with one another to 
obtain morsels of the malodorous bait. 

‘hen the fishermen arrive on the 
scene the pots are speedily hauled to the 
surface, as otherwise the crays would find 
,time to escape. Occasionally, however, 
the seas are running so high that it is 
impossible to locate the buoys. At other 
times they have been drawn under the 
surface by strong tides, necessitating a 
Jony wait before they are picked up again. 
When they are found the bait is probably 
all eaten and the crays yone. , 


THE CRAY POACHERS. 


By law the present-day pdts hhve to be 
constructed in such a manner that they 
will permit of the escape of the criys 
when the baits are taken. This is highly 
necessary, as in rough weather the cuide- 
buoys frequently break adrift, leaving 
the pots lying on the sea bed. Before the 
introduction of this law the pots were 
made of iron, and so fashioned that it 
was impossible for the crays to escape. 
Crays are notorious cannibals: so when 
the baits were demolished they would 
turn round and devour one another, out- 
siders crowding in to participate in the 
unhallowed feast. The havoc wrought in 
the cray-fisheries became terrific. whole 
beds becoming denuded of their armoure: 
inhabitants. A few derelict pots were 
sufficient to wipe out thousands of crays: 
for as long as there were any left in the 
locality, and the pots held together, the 
dreadful carnage never ceased. 

Until the use of this type of pot was 
made illegal it seemed that the Tasmanian 
cray-fishing industry would suffer extine- 
tion. These pots were inuch favoured by 
unscrupulous fishermen, as they always 
trapped twice as many crays as the new 
variety. Even at the present day thev 
are employed to a limited extent, but 
woe betide the unlucky skipper who is 
proved to have one on board; for the 
penalty is confiscation of boat and year. 

The water-bailiffs employed hy the 
Fisheries Board manage to cram much 
adventure and excitement into their 
everyday lives. ‘Kither patrolling the

BROTHER OF A BISHOP. i 

Sir Gecrge is the eldest brother of the 
Right Rev. Charles T. P. Grierson, Bishop oí 
Down and Connor and Dromore, and a 
descendant of the George Grierson who was 
King's Printer in Ireland so long ago as 1730, 
and for whom James Blow printed the earliest 
Bibles to be produced in Belfast. 

As stated in yestefday’s /rish Times, he 
was born at Glenageary, County Dublin, and 
educated at St. Bees and Shrewsbury and 
Trinity College, Dublin. 

As a member of the Indian Civil Service, 
Sir George had a distinguished career in 
various administrative posts, but found work 
appropriate to his peculiar talents and unique 
knowledge of Oriental tongues when the 
Government of India put him in charge of the 
Linguistic Survey of the Indian Empire 

Some of tha volumes have nearly a thousand 
pages. They were compiled at his house at 
Camberley, and printed six thousand miles 
away, at Calcutta. Proof sheets were lost 
owing to U-boat raiders in the war. and 
many other difficulties have handicapped him. 
Sir George summed up his accomplishment in 
the simple phrase: ‘In the Indian Civil 
Service a man is given a job to do, and he 
does it.”

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A Danish Visitor. 


A very distinguished Danish lady is 
visiting Dublin this week as guest of the 
League of Nations Society of Ireland. 
Froken Henni Forchhammer has been 
known for a number of years as a leading 
educationalist and social worker in her 
own country, and has taken a prominent 
part in international movements, especi- 
ajly the International Council of Women. 
She was appointed a delegate by th- 
Danish Government to the first meeting 
of the Assembly of the League of Nations 
in 1921, and was in fact the first won an, 
of any country, to speak in the Assembly. 
Since then she has been a delegate cach 
year, and has been one of the leading 
figures in the social and humanitarian 
sides of the League’s work. 

It was largely due to her advocacy that 
the League undertook to help refugees, 
especially women and children, in the 
Near East, a work which has done much 
to relieve the misery of Armenians and 
other Christians in those parts. She also 
was instrumental in setting on foot the 
world-wide inquiries into the ramifications 
of the White Slave Traffic, which have 
resulted in the issuing by the League of 
the first authoritative report on that evil. 

Froken Forchhammer is to lecture on 
Friday evening next in the Enginecrs’ 
Hall on ' Some Practical Objects of the 
League of Nations,’’ under the auspices of 
ihe League of Nations Society of Ireland 
and the National Council of Women of 
Ireland ; and arrangements are also being 
made for her to meet prominent Dublin 
people at smaller gatherings. Her visit 
provides an opportunity of meeting one 
of the leading international figures of our 
time, as wel! as a very attractive 
personality. 


Refused a Peerage. 


The conferring of a baronetcy on Right 
Hon. E. M. Archdale, M.P., Minister of 
Agriculture for Northern Ireland, marks 
the first title in the Archdale family. The 
Archdales are one of the oldest families 
in Fermanagh, having come from Norfolk 
at the very beginning of the 17th century. 
The present Castle Archdale was built by 
Colonel Mervyn Archdall (not Archdale) 
in 1761, in which he refused the bribe of 
a peerage to vote for the Union. 
' He was succeeded by Colonel, after- 
wards General, Archdall, and he in turn 
was succeeded by his nephew, Mr. Mervyn 
Archdale, of Riversdale. Colonel James 
B. Archdale to-day lives at Castle Arch- 
dale as the head of the family, while Sir 
Edward M. Archdale is in the old home 
at Riversdale and is cousin of Colonel J. 
B. Archdale. 


An Archdale ‘Gradition. 


The original name was Archdale (as it 
is spelt to-day in Norfolk), altered to 
Archdall in 1662, and still spelt with the 
two ‘“‘]l’s’’ by certain branches of the 
family to-day. But most members of the 
various families reverted to the original 
spelling. Castle Archdale was one of the 
four castles of the Plantation period, and 
in the rebellion of 1641 it was sacked and 
burnt by Captain Rory Maguire. There 
is a tradition that the infant heir of the 
house, was saved by the nurse thrusting 
him out of the window in time to save 
the child’s life. There is another tradi- 
tion that the nurse caused her own child 
to be saved on the occasion and that the 
Archdale child was lost. The ruins of the 
old Castle Archdale are still in existence. 
The modern castle is very picturesquely 
situated overlooking lower Lough Erne. 


Canon Chamberlain, 


The Rev. Canon Chamberlain, who 
delivered the annua] address on a college 
worthy in the Chapel of Trinity College 
Dublin, yesterday, is one of the best known 
and most brilliant of the younger school 
in the Church of Ireland. Canon

where he worked for five years. Then he 
went to Dowton, came back to Castlerock, 
and was appointed to St. Ann’s Church, 
Dublin, in 1913. In 1917 he became 
incumbent of Clondalkin, where he re- 
mained until he was chosen as vicar of 
the Mariners’ Church in succession to the 
Rev. A. EK. Hughes. 

Canon Chamberlain for 
was editor of the Church of Ireland 
Gazette, and, under his guidance, the 
official organ of the Church made rapid 
strides. He, with some of the other 
younger men, was mainly responsible for 
the passing of the Minimum Stipend Act 
by the General Synod. While he was 
editor of the (Gazctte he worked whole- 
heartedly for reforms in the Church, and 
his articles played a very important part 
in Church life. When he was appointed 
to the Mariners’ Church he resigned from 
the (Gazette, the editor of which now is 
the Rev. Canon Thompson. 

Canon Chamberlain is very popular in 
Kingstown. He is an admirable preacher, 
a man of remarkably sympathetic person- 
ality, and a keen student of human 
affairs. Canon Chamberlain finds some 
relaxation from his parochial duties in 
the game of golf, which he plays with 
much skill, but his interests are confined 
almost entirely to Church work, and he 
obviously is destined to go far in his 
profession.

An Irish War Memorial. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Tsaac William 
Burns-Lindow, who has been chosen to 
represent the South Irish Horse at the 
unveiling of the memorial at Ypres to the 
men of the South Irish Horse who fell in 
the European War, was associated with 
the regiment throughout the war, and for 
a period was in command. 

He is a Cumberland man, and held a 
commisson in the 8th Hussars before his 
association with the South Irish Horse. 
He rendered distinguished service in the 
European War, being mentioned! in de- 
spatches on four occasions and receiving 
the D.8.O. 

The memoria] will take the form of a 
window in the Garrison Church at Ypres, 
and will include the regimental crest and 
a suitable inscription. The memorial is 
now nearing completion, and it is ex- 
pected that the unveiling ceremony will 


take place in August. 


To Kingstown By Sea. 


Old Dubliners will remember the Anna 
Liffey, a large flat-bottomed paddle 
steamer that formerly plied between the 
city and Kingstown during the summer, 
occasionally making excursions in_ the 
Bay, to Ireland’s Eye, or, perhaps, Wick- 
low. The Anna Liffey was well 
patronised, and I never could discover 
why the service was abandoned. Now 
that scores of motor ‘buses are bringing 
their loads of visitors from all parts daily 
to the city, the revival of such a steamer 
would be a paying undertaking, and 
would be much appreciated. 

It is rather late to raise this now, but 
still there is time if the matter was 
energetically taken up at once. The best 
plan would be to secure two steamers from 
Liverpool, and make the service to Kings- 
town a half-hourly one, the return ticket 
not to exceed one shilling. There would 
be no difficulty about raising the neces- 
sary capital. What is needed is some 
person with business capacity to start 
the idea. Dublin is sometimes referred to 
as a ‘‘sleepy hollow.” In these days of 
keen competition to be somnolent is to be 


left behind.

Perhaps, as 
the flight is considered easier from that 
side, the German girl will succeed in 
being the first woman across the Atlantic. 


Lack of Bathing Places. 


I see that it has been decided definitely 
to co ahead with the improvements to 
Blackrock Baths in readiness for the 
Tailteann Games next August. While in 
the Phoenix Park recently I noticed that 
the diving platform in the pond of the 
Zoological Gardens, which was erected for 
the swimming contests in connection with 
the revival of the Tailteann Games four 
vears ago, remains intact. There is a 
crying need at the moment for suitable 
bathing facilities for Dublin’s growing 
population. Could not this _ ideally 
situated pond be properly equipped for 
bathing purposes, and reasonable charges 
made for admission, the money to be de- 
voted to the needs of the Gardens 
venerally? The last. occasion on which 
we had a typical winter in Dublin—I 
think it was in 1917—the pond was made 
available to the public for skating by 
night. 


‘Pageantry and Patriotism. 


The Prince of Wales has been enter- 
tained by the Grocers’ Guild in London, 
which has just been celebrating the 500th 
anniversary of its first charter. There 
seems to have been af extraordinary dis- 
play of old plate, including ten gold 
loving cups. The London trades guilds are 
famous for their hospitality and observe 
many quaint old customs. We in Ireland, 
who are supposed to pride ourselves on 
our love of tradition, are really far behind 
the more prosaic English in this respect. 
There were many ancient trades guilds in 
existence in Dublin during the eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries. Can any 
of the readers of the Jrish Times who take 
au interest in the history of old Irish 
guilds inform me if there is even one 
cuild in existence @iill of an unbroken 
continuity, and also what has become of 
the valuable plate that these guilds used 
to display at their banquets? It is a pity 
that Dublin should have become so drab, 
and that all ancient pageantry seems to 
have been banished from our midst. In 
my mind pageantry with many people is 
an active stimulus to patriotism. 


Bathing Costumes. 


Now that our alleged summer is arriv- 
ing, those who are not of the Spartan type, 
and take a dip in the sea whenever the 
opportunity offers all the year round, 
must be considering the matter of bathing 
dresses. These garments of late years are 
only rivalled by the modern dance frock in 
scantiness, but then we have an oppor- 
tunity of keeping warm when dancing. 
Dawdling about the shore with a bleak sun 
sending down feeble rays on us is not a 
comfortable form of amusement, and only 
the enthusiast or the Channel swimmer 
can manage to keep above freezing point. 

The mid-Victorian fashions in bathing 
dresses, if revived, might solve the diffi- 
culty of remaining alive between short 
spells of swimming. In a book of Mrs. 
C. S. Peel’s which deals with the manners 
and customs of a period covering the Jast 
hundred years or so, an account is given 
of a serge bathing dress which contained 
twelve yards of serge. A garment like 
that would surely keep any of ug warm, 
even in this climate. Of course, A would 
take some courage to ask a dressmaker to 
undertake the job, and the draper asked to 
supply the stuff would think the purchaser 
was the head of a fair-sized school and 
required uniforms for the whole establish- 
ment. 


Popular Songs. 


Dr. A. Perceval Graves has just re- 
vealed to the world that he only received 
one-fiftieth part of £80 for his famous 
song, '' Father O'Flynn,” having sold the 
rights of fifty of his songs to Messrs. 
Boosey for this sum. That the late Father 
Walsh, of Kilcrohane, Co. Cork, was the 
prototype of Father O'Flynn has just 
been disclosed by Dr. Graves. Father 
Walsh was one of the old type of sport- 
ing Irish priests, who were beloved by all 
that knew them. He kept a pack of 
beagles, with which he gave good sport 
to the countryside. 

It is extraordinary how many men who 
have written world-famous songs have 
never reaped any substantial pecuniary 
advantage. The late Mr. Percy 
French, whose songs are still so popular, 
never made anything worth while. The 
' Mountains of Mourne” is a song that 
still holds its own in popular taste, as 
also does “ Phil the Fluter’s Ball.” 1 
think one of the best ot Perey French’: 
songs is “The Girl trem the County 
Clare,’”’ although it does not seem to have 
the same popularity as some of his others 
There is a swing in it that “ moes.””

| Lodge-Gate Residences. 


In the days of my youth, writes a 
friend, I had a quite natural longing to 
make my home in one of those beautifully 
built flower-entwined and lattice- windowed 
lodges to be found at the entrance to every 
demesne in County Dublin, Meath, Kil- 
dare and Wicklow, and no wonder; for; 
apart from their quiet beauty, it meant 
that one lived rent free, or at a shilling 
or two a week at most, if one were not 
actually paid as a gatekeeper. But to 
live in a gate lodge at all, with our stupid 
‘Trish pride,” was, of course, infra dig.;, 
and not to be thought of in those days. 

Now all is different. A friend of mine 
rents his two twin handsome gate lodges 
at £1 per week each to good class tenants, 
while a smaller cottage fetches in rent 
12s. 6d. per week. The tenants of another 
vate lodge I know pay 15s. weekly for the 
house alone; with the garden it would be 


an extra 10s. weekly. 


In the ‘‘Good Old Days.” 


Compare this with the ime of “ Young’s 
Tour in Ireland”. (1776-79), when the 
rent of a “cabbin ” and an acre of land 
was £1 (20s.) per annum, building the 
cabin for themselves; if built for them 
at the landlord’s expense it was 50s. a 
year, including the acre of ground. 

In those days one lived cheaply: Beef 
was from 2d. to 3d. per Ib. ; mutton, veal, 
and pork about the same. Butter ranged 
from 34d. in some country parts to 8d. 
per Ib. in Dublin. A chicken cost from 
lid. to 3d., a turkey from 8d. to 1s., and 
a goose about tne sume price. indeed, ir. 
certain remote districts, such as Mount 
Charles in Donegal, a chicken could be 
bought for one penny, and a whole goose 
for sixpence. 

Wild fow! and fish were to be had fox 
a song, whilst wine, rum and brandy, 
coffee and tea cost half the price then 
current in Engiand, and servants’ wages 
were fifty per cent. cheaper than in the 
sister country. 


Famous Conductor's Retirement. 


Sir Henry Coward, the musical con- 
ductor, who is approaching his 79th birth- 
day, announces his impending retirement 
from the position of conductor of the 
Leeds Choral Union, one of the leading 
choruses in the North of England, after 
twenty-three years’ service. 

Sir Henry, who is a native of Liver- 
pool, took up the profession of music late 
in life; for after his apprenticeship to 
the cutlery business at Sheffield he served 
as a school teacher, up to nearly forty 
years of age, before tinding that music was 
his appropriate vocation. 

He is still well able to wield the con- 
ductor’s bdton, but he gives as the reason 
for his resignation that he does not want 
to wait. until the public themselves per- 
ceive a diminution of his powers. He ts 
the composer of many cantatas, anthems, 
ulee songs, and part songs.

In Berlin, 1 hear, new regulations have 
just been issued limiting trading estab- 
lishments to two sales per year, one of a 
fortnight’s duration at the beginning Of 
the year, and the other for three weeks in 
mid-summer. The frequency of sales in 
this country, though denounced by many 
as a nuisance, is an evil mitigated by the 
fact that genuine bargains are to Le 
secured by the pertinacious hunter. in 
Germany, on the other hand, a sale 1s 
very much a snare and delusion. The 
shopkeener does not clear out his surplus 
stock, but purchases for the occasion a 
special supply of worthless “junk.” 
Twice a year is twice too often for this 
sort of imposture. 


An Irish Statue.

Women and Parliament. 


On those occasions that I have visited 
the Dail recently I have not seen many 
ladies in the public galleries. Though 
they have been privileged to possess the 
vote since the establishment of the Free 
State, they do not appear to take any ex- 
ceptionally keen interest in public affairs 
over here. At Westminster, on the other 
hand, ever since the “ Flappers’ Bill,” as 
it is called, was introduced into the House 
of Commons, both the Chamber and the 
House of Lords have been invaded by 
hundreds of women visitors from all parts 
oí. the country. Sometimes they come 
singly, but mostly they arrive in organised 
bodies of two or three hundred, when it 
becomes the duty of the member of their 
division to show them round. 

At present I am informed that the 
number of women sight-seers to the Houses 
of Parliament far exceeds the men. 
Probably the fact that the equal Franchise 
Bill will add some five million women 
voters to the next register of voters has a 
good deal to say to it. And, curiously 
enough, it is not the Socialists but the 
Conservatives who are getting most of 
these visitors. 


L*stening to the Derby. 


Though there were some difficulties at 
first, owing to fears aroused last vyeur 
lest the Epsom grandstand roof should 
collapse under the weight of the B.B.C.

Sn Royal Academy is not infallible. 

We have lea from the Tailor 
and Cutter, during a long course of years, 
that no artist can depict the cut of a coat, 
the lie of a waistcoat, or the fall of a 
trouser-leg in such manner as to satisfy 
the savants of Savile row, and we have 
learned year by year that an artist, how- 
ever eminent, is apt to blunder on the 
essentials’ as well as the details of his 


picture. 7 :

erred. His figure of John the Baptist, to 
be seen in the South Kensington Museum, 
is obviously walking, but both feet are 
flat on the ground, whereas an instan- 
taneous photograph of a man walking 
would show the , hind foot raised a 
little from the earth. This reminds me 
again that on the wall of the south aisle 
of Exeter Cathedral may be seen a tablet 
representing a. lady sitting in mourning 
under a tree in conventional eighteenth 
century lapidary attire. Close inspection 
of this mural tablet shows that the artist 
has given her two left feet. 

It was the same eighteenth century which 
produced a picture showing Abraham 
about to sacrifice Isaac with a loaded 
blunderbuss. Early painters not only 
tlundered over arms, but more over dress. 
Hence the picture in the Nationa’ Gallery 
at Edinbureh er Pharaoh's daux ter ar! 
her ladies clad in the long-waisted bodies 
and hooped skirts commonly worn in the 
sixteenth century. Hence the picture by 
Paul Veronese, ‘The Family of Darius 
at the Feet of Alexander,’’ where painted 
hodices and distended skirts are worn, as 
though they were even dreamed of three 
centuries before Christ. 


A MISTAKE BY MILLAIS. 


The pre-Raphaelites prided themselves 
on their accuracy and meticulous attention 
to detail. When Millais’s “Order of 
Release ” was first exhibited at the Royce! 
Academy the late Colonel Turner, on 
coming to the picture, was astonished to 
recognise an exact copy of his father’s 
‘signature on the order of release, which 
the wife is so triumphantly presenting to 
the jailer. He was so much interested 
in the matter that he visited the artist 
to find how it all came about, and he 
was delighted to learn that Millais had 
got hold of an actual order of release 
which Colonel Turner’s father, Sir Hilde- 
crove Turner, had signed for the release 
of a prisoner from Elizabeth Castle, 
Jersey, of which he had been Governor. 

Yet Millais blundered badly enough in 
his famous picture, “ The Blind Girl.”’ 
by reversing the spectrum of the rainbow 
shown therein. The attention of Ruskin, 
who had not noticed the error, was drawn 
to it, but he refused to regard it as of any 
importance. “CA rainbow cannot he 
painted from nature,” he wrote, ' and an 
artist may quite easily and excusabiy 
forget which way the colours are placed. 
Not one man in a tnousand knows which 
way they are placed, so that it in no 
wise detracts from the veneral impressive- 
ness of the work. The absurdity of 
scattering sturs about at random over the 
sky, a far worse one. is committed daily 
by painters of night scenes—nobody 
reprehending them.’’ 

In this Ruskin was right. Astronomy, 
and the accurate position of stars in the 
midnight sky, according to the season of 
the year, seem to be the last thing whicn 
painters will study. 


WRONG APEL”- IN EDEN. 


Not many years ago there was an art 
exhibition at Philadelphia, and a famous 
cultivator of apples, was found standing 
before the late Edouard Dubufe’s picture 
of Eve tempting Adam, scorntully shaking 
his head. '' You do not like the picture ?”’ 
asked a friend. ''No,” was the reply, 
“the painter must have been a shallow- 
brained fellow.” “What! Dubufe! He 
has produced some of the finest works of 
modern French art.” "That may be,” 
said the apple-grower, ‘‘ but he has been 
fool enough to put into Eve's hand an 
apple which was not in existence until 
twenty-five vears ago.’’ 

Phil May knew more of drawing than 
he did of cricket, and that is where he 
stumbled; for he once made a picture 
which so preyed on tne nerves of Dry.

a. at a meeting which was held in 
Rathdowney last Sunday in support of the 
three Labour candidates seeking election to 
the County Counci] for that area, Mr. W.

SKETCH OF HISCAREER, 


In connection with Trinity Week a festival 
evensong was held in the Chapel of Trinity 
College, Dublin, yesterday, at b o'clock. The 
choir of St. Patrick's Catnedral attended, and 

r, G. H. P. Hewson, organist of the 
Cathedral, presided at the organ, 

After the opening prayers, Psalm 145—“ 1 
will magnify Thee, O God, my King —was 
sung. ‘the Provost, Mr. E. J. Gwynn, read 
the Lesson, Eccles, Chapter 45 to Verse 15. 
Then followed the Magnificat, to the setting 
by Stanford in B Flat. The anthem was 
“ Holy, Holy, Holy ” (Mendelssohn), and the 
singing was very efiective. 

WILLIAM MOLYNEUX, 

The Rav. Canon George A. Chamberlain, 
B.D., was the preacher. In an interesting 
discourse in memory of William Molyneux he 
said :— 

We are met together here, as our pious 
custom is on Trinity Monday, to do honour 
to the memory of one of the many sons of 
our University whose names not only shed a 
Justre on our past, but also may serve to give 
us an inspiration in the living present. Our 
nig to-day is William Molyneux—one of 
a long line of brilliant figures who con- 
spicuously illustrate the ethos of this Univer- 
sity, and have given to us the impress of that 

uliar type of culture—versatile, susceptible, 
umane, genial—which is the badge of our 
tribe. The same packet-boat that was 
carrying the despatches of Tyrconnel to 
James II. was also carrying the letters of 
Molyneux to Locke, to Flamsteed and to 
Halley. His name is affectionately mentioned 
in the great work of the Human Understand- 
ing as one whom the author was “ proud to 
call his friend,’’ and Locke incorporates in the 
second book “a problem of that very in- 
genious and studious promoter of real know- 
ledge, the learned and worthy Mr. Molyneux, 
which he was pleased to send me in a letter 
some months since ’’—the problem as to how 
far ideas attributed to our sight are in reality 
the product of previous experience. It is 
not given to everyone to correct the mathe- 
matical errors of an Astronomer Royal, but 
Molyneux was able to point out to Flamsteed 
an error in his lunar calculations, and to con- 
tribute some original observations of his own, 
When in 1681 he took up seriously the study 
of Astronomy, and was constructing the first 
astronumica] telescope of any importance in 
Uublin, it wag to his friend Flamsteed that 
be applied for his lenses. With Halley, 
then assistant secretary of the Royal Society, 
he was in constant communication. When 
Ilalley was engaged upon his study of the 
tides it was to Rotreeax that he applied for 
an account of the ebb and flow of tides upon 
the coast of Ireland, and it was as an 
appendix to his work on Dioptrics—long a 
standard work on the refraction of lenses— 
| that Halley published his famous theorem for 
finding the foci of optic glasses. But it was 
not only Astronomy and Optics that engaged 
the interest of his versatile mind. The papers 
contributed by him to the Royal Society 
through his friend Halley cover a wide range. 

William Molyneux was born on April 17th, 
1656, near the Ormond gate of the City of 
Dublin, of good family and to an ample 
fortune. Like many another eminent citizen 
of Dublin, he was of French descent. 
He matriculated here in 1670 at the 
age of 14. I have been unable to trace 
any account of his academic career, so 
I must suppose that it was—like that of 
Swift—undistinguished. Knowing, as we do, 
the philosophical bent of his mind, we van 
hardly imagine that he would take kindly to 
the academic atmosphere of Trinity in those 
days when the philosophical school was still 
based upon the old scholasticism and 
proficiency was tested by skill in wielding 
the syllogism. In fact, the significance of 
Molyneux for us to-day lies in the fact that 
he was a rebel against the old system and an 
ardent pioneer of the new scientific spirit. 
All through his life he was a missionary in 
Ireland of the New Learning. 

STUDIES IN LONDON. 

After graduating, Molyneux was sent to 
London and entered at the Middle Temple, 
where he continued his studies for three 
years. Thé intellectual climate of the Royal 
Society wag more congenial to the mind of 
Molyneux than that of the Temple, so he stole 
many hours from the study of law for the 
study of philosophy, wathematics and science. 
During these years in London he saw all 
around him an abandonment of the belief of 
the Middle Ages that the avenue to truth 
was predominantly through a metaphysical 
analysis of the nature of things in favour of 
the study of the empirieal fact of antecedents 
and consequences—in other words, in science, 
an appeal to experiment and the inductive 
method of reasoning. Of this new spirit, he 
became one of the earliest exponents in this 
country. 

After spending three years in these studies 
in London, Molyneux returned in 1678 to 
Dublin, when he married. Being in affluent 
circumstances, he was able to devote himself 
entirely to his favourite studies, and during 
the winter months of the following year he 
amused his leisure hours by ivensiotine the 
** Meditations ” of Descartes, in whose work 
he was much interested. The next ten years 
were years of extraordinary activity. With 
the assistance of Flamsteed, he erected his 
telescope and devoted himself to Astronomy 
and Optics. Early in 1686 he published a 
technical work on the telescope, “ Scio- 
thericum Telesecopicum,’’ and in the same 
year he was elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society. : 

Meanwhile in the political world the 
heavens were growing black with clouds, and 
a catastrophe was approaching which in- 
volved the fortunes of Molyneux as well as 
the nation. I need hardly remind you that 
the Revolution of 1688 meant, the breaking 
up of the very foundations of political and 
social order in Ireland. In 1689 a stream 
of fugitives was pouring from this country 
into England, and amongst them was William 
Molyneux. He settled down quietly in 
Chester until the tyranny should be over- 
past and devoted himself, with the assistance 
of Flamsteed, to the task of putting together 
materials he had long been collecting on the 
subject of the refraction of light. While 
the Battle of the Boyne was being fought in 
his native country, Molyneux was in London 
seeing his book through the press with the 
assistance of Halley who revised his sheets. 
This was his most substantial scientific work. 


NEW SOCIETY FOUNDED. . 

I must now ask you to leave Molyneux in 
London with his proof sheets and make a 
little diversion to an epevde in his life which 
is not merely of historical interest, but 
issued ultimately in one of the most 
vigorous and useful of our Irish national 
institutions—the Royal Dublin Society. In 
the year 1683, when Molyneux had spent 
five years in Dublin on his return from his 
studies in London, there occurred to his 
fertile mind the idea of founding in this 
city a society which would be for Ireland 
what the Royal Society in London had become 
for the scientific thought of England—a 
society which would stimulate, co-ordinate 
aa oe those investigations with which his 
min was engrossed. Accordingly, he 
gathered around him a number of his be 
contemporaries—he was then but twenty- 
seven—who were recognised as men of ability 
and promise. The ‘‘ Conventio Philosophica,”’ 
as it was modestly called, met every 
week in the Provost’s lodgings. Of this 
Philosophical Society, Molyneux was, from 


the first, the Secretary and also the 
life and soul. The political storms of 
those turbulent times, however, were 


not conducive to the work of the Society. 
Its flame flickered fitfully and _ finally 
went out in the year 1688, when Molyneux 
and most of the members fled the country. 
On his return after the Battle of the Boyne, 
bile claimed the energies of Molyneux, 
ut he revived his Philosophical Society in 
1693. Nothing is known of its transactions, 
and it expired before its author’s death. 
Again it revived after his untimely death, 
with his son Samuel as secretary, and died 
once more. But a quarter of a century later 
it arose again, like the Phenix from its ashes, 
as the Royal Dublin Society. 


THE IRISH PARLIAMENT. 

When the decisive victory of the 
House of Orange brought peace and the 
prospect of political stability, Molyneux re- 
turned to Dublin. In 1602 the first Irish 
Parliament, held since the Revolution, was 
summoned, and Molyneux was returned as 
member for Dublin University. Next year 
the University honoured its member and it- 
self by conferring on him the degree of LL.D., 
and at a subsequent election in 1695 Molyneux 
was again returned as our sompneers cham-

goods, indignation and alarm flared up 
in this country, and the feelings of Irish- 
men of al] creeds and classes found a spokes- 
man in William Molyneux, the member for 
this University. He saw his country in a 
state of economic ruin. He realised that it 
wus only by steady industry and an expand- 
ing trade that its wounds could be healed. 
In the manufactures of this country he had 
long taken a deep interest. He had hoped 
that the political settlement would result in 
such a social and economic stability as would 
toster industry and accumulate wealth. By 
a single statute, passed without the consent 
of the people of this country and imposed 
in the interests of the farmers and manu- 
facturers of Wiltshire and Yorkshire, all his 
hopes were dashed to the ground. Irish 
trade was to be thus strangled, there could 
be no hope of the recuperation of his devas- 
tated and impoverished country. And those 
who would be hit the hardest were those 
who, in Ireland, had been the staunchest sup- 
porters of the principles of the Revolution, 

It. was at this juncture that Molyneux pub- 
lished, in 1698, his famous political treatise, 
on which his fame as » patriot chiefly rests— 
**The Case of Ireland being bound by Acts 
of Parliament in England stated.” In this 
work he surveys the whole question with a 
calmness, deliberation and restraint which 
contrasts vividly with the bitterness and 
sting of Swift, and shows the pervading in- 
tuence of his ‘‘excellent friend, John 
Locke.” He bases his argument on the 
foundation that, historically, freland was not 
@ conquered country, nor yet a colony, but 
a separate kingdom which made a voluntary 
submission to Henry IJ. A large part of this 
remarkable treatise is occupied by a catena of 
precedents to prove that in practice the con- 
sent of the Irish Parliament was always ob- 
tained and considered necessary for the validity 
of laws in Ireland. From a study of these 
statutes, he arrives at the following general con- 
clusion: '' This I am sure of, that before these 
Acts in King Charles the Second’s time. . 
there is not one positive full precedent to 
be met with in all the Statute Books of an 
English Act binding the Kingdom of Ire- 
land.” All his precedents are marshalled 
with great ability, and the gg: ex- 
ceptions are handled with signal ingenuity, 
But his main argument is based on the 
yeneral principle that the validity of laws 
is derived from the consent of the governed. 

BOOK BURNED BY H4NGMAN. 

This elaborate discussion by one who. was 
highly respected as a man of science, a 
member of the Royal Society, and a close 
friend of many of the leading men of his day, 
attracted immediate attention in England. 

It is stated that the book was subjected 
to the futile indignity of being burned hy 
the common hangman, and that it was only 
by the intercession of his friend Locke that 
the author was rescued from the more serious 
danger of impeachment. But Molyneux no 
longer needed the rescuing hand of a friend, 
for the hand of our common enemy had 
already saved him from the wrath of an 
mortal foe. He died in the autumn of 1699, 
and was buried in the Church of St. Audoen 
in this city. The statue there erected to his 
memory has long vanished, but the semblance 
of his features is preserved in the fine por- 
trait—believed to be a copy of an original by 
Kneller—which looks down from the walls 
of this college. The common hangman may 
burn a book. Fierce indignation against in- 
justice may wear aown this frail tenement 
and kill the body. But the spirit of a man 
who seeks the truth and who desires justice 
lives on in the geuerations that follow—in- 
corporated into such a tradition as we of this 
University have inherited from the past, and 
of which we shal! prove unworthy unless we 
hand it on to the tuture. 


FUTURE OF DAIRY

MEATH FARMERS’ DEMAND. 


At a representative meeting, which was 
held in Navan yesterday under the auspices 
of the Meath Farmers’ Association, the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed, on the motion 
of Major The Fox, seconded by Major 
Everard 

“That this representative meeting of the 
farmers of Meath calls upon our representa- 
tives in the Dail to urge upon the Free State 
Government the absolute necessity of amend- 
ing the Credit Facilities Act, so as to enable 
credit societies with limited liabilty to be 
established throughout the country, as re- 
commended by the report of the Agricultural 
Credit Committee of 1914, and which was en- 
dorsed by the Agricultural Commission of

In the course of an address, Professor 
Johnston said that even in Meath the farmers 
suffered from the agricultural depression, and 
they found it necessary to borrow money 
from various sources. If agricultural credit 
was to be organised it must be based on 
personal credit. 

UNLIMITED LIABILITY. 

There were 17,000 of these credit societies 
in Germany before the war; in France about 
5,000; in Ireland to-day there were only 
about 100, and their membership did not 
exceed 9,000. Every credit society formed 
in Ireland since 1890 had been established on 
the principle of unlimited liability. That 
principle was right, and necessary in the poor 
congested districts of the West; but he 
thought it a mistake to so confine the socie- 
ties. 

Farmers, he continued, had not very much 
done for them in the way of meeting their 
problem of agricultural depression. In other 
countries it was found possible to place at 
the disposal of the national credit institu- 
tion a substantial sum of money in the way 
of free capital, which they were able to loan 
out to the credit societies and farmers at a 
low interest. The taking of the control of the 
currency in this country indirectly meant a 
windfall of £30,000 a year to the State. 
He thought that the farmers should put in a 
claim to that money, which could be made 
available for use in the agricultural credit 
co-operation. 

ATTRACTING LOCAL DEPOSITS. 

The first thing to do, he added, was to 
encourage the establishment of credit 
societies on a limited liability basis, and 
these credit societies should do everything to 
encourage and attract local deposits. 

Mr. D. Corry proposed a vote of thanks to 
the lecturer. Major Everard seconded. 

Major The Fox, in supporting, said that 
many people were hoping to be able to borrow 
money on easy terms which would compare 
with the rate that the banks charged. Instead 
of that they had to pay to this credit bank 
in Dublin a certain rate, and farmers were 
disappointed. 

Mr. Owens asked how were those people 
who had got divided lands going to stock 
them, and Professor Johnston replied: ‘‘ By 
forming credit societies and taking shares 
among themselves.”

DUBLIN FIRE SCENES,

CONSIDERABLE DAMAGE IN 
DOCTOR’S HOUSE, 


Considerable damage was done to the 
house occupied by Dr. J. T. Daniel at 35 
Waterloo road, Dublin, during a fire that 
occurred there yesterday afternoon. The fire 
originated on the roof and spread downwards 
into the house. It is thought that a spark 
from some chimney set fire to the tar on the 
gutter, and that the fire was smouldering for 
some time before it was noticed. 

The alarm was given by Miss Dillon, who 
lives next door. Miss Dillon was out in the 
garden when she noticed some smoke issuing 
from the roof of Dr. Daniel’s house. The 
fire had by that time gained a firm hold. 
The Pembroke Fire Brigade was summoned 
immediately, and arrived promptly on the 
scene, The roof was then well alight. Two 
lines of hose were laid on. Neighbours, in 
the meantime, had gathered to aid Dr. 
Daniel's family in getting out the furniture. 
The police from Donnybrook Station, under 
Inspector Cuddihy, also helped the family to 
rescue their belongings. 

The firemen worked for over an hour and a 
half under Head Fireman Gorman. There 
was a danger of the fire spreading to 
number 37, the roof of which was slightly 
damaged, while some injury also was done to 
the furniture and fixtures by water. 

The roof of Dr. Dameis house collapsed 
soon after the Fire Brigade arrived. The top 
rooms of the house were completely 
destroyed, and parts of the ceiling of the 
next floor fell in. Considerable damage was 
done to furniture in other parts of the house 
by water. 

All the occupants we:e in the lower part, 
and knew nothing about the roof being on 
fire until Miss Dillon gave the alarm.

| BELFAST MAILS. 


SPEEDING UP THE 
HEYSHAM ROUTE. 


CHAMBER OF TRADES’ 
REQUEST, 


~~ 


The. Belfast Chamber of Trade Executive 
Committee yesterday had again under con- 
sideration the desirability of expediting the 
arrival of the Heysham steamer in Belfast 
with a view to the distribution of mails in 
the first morning delivery in the city. 

The President (Mr. J. E. Anderson) before 
makihg a statement on the subject, observed 
that they should congratulate the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company on what they 
had accomplished to meet their requirements 
in transport between ognns and Belfast: 
Any person travelling by the Heysham route 
would find it a great improvement on the old 
system. 

The question of altering the hour of com- 
mencement of first deliyery had been raised, 
but the Post Office stated that that was not 
feasible. They pointed out that that de- 
livery was the heaviest; most general in 


delivery of the day. Jt 
fourths of the local and Northern Ireland 
postings, all the letters reaching from Eng- 
and at 9.25 p.m, on the previous night via 
Holyhead, from Scotland at a.m. via 
Ardrossan, and all Free State letters arriv- 
ing between 4.15 p.m. and 7 am. Commercial 
travellers, agents for cross-Channel houses, 
and professional men who had no town offices, 
and al! manufacturers and traders in what- 
ever part of the city desired its distribution 
at the earliest possible moment.

THE NEW STEAMERS. 

The Post Office people, he might add, were 
at one with them in that they were most 
anxious to include the letters received by the 
Heysham mail in the first delivery because. of 
the speed with which that delivery—a street 
door delivery—could be effected; because the 
second delivery was lightened, and appreciably 
accelerated if the Heysham mail letters were 
sent out at 7.15 a.m., and mainly because 
the business interests ot the city demanded it. 

The record of the voyages made by the 
new Heystam steamers seemed to indicate 
that with a punctual departure from Heysham 
and an approach to specified (21 knots) speed 
on the journey, an arrival at Belfast shortly 
before, or at, 6 a.m. could be effected to hte 
direct advantage of trade in Belfast and 
Northern Ireland generally, and the indirect 
advantage of the London, Midland and Scot. 
tish Company, who carried the goods to which 
the Heysham mail correspondence referred. 
lí that time of arrival could be brought into 
operation the Chamber would agree that it 
would be a great boon to the business in- 
terests of the city and district, and it was 
with those interests they were chiefly con 
cerned there. 

It was unanimously decided to call the 
attention of the Lonaon, Midland and Scot- 
tish Company to the great desirability of 
speeding up the service via Heysham to en- 
sure the inclusion of the mails in the first 
city delivery, and to forward copies of the 
resolution to the Corporation, the Chamber 
of Commerce, and Wholesale Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association.

YOUNG MAN ARRESTED. 


A development in the Louth murder case

when Gerard Toal, a youth of between nine-

Toal is a youth of small stature, of com- 
gé light build, and is a native of 

lackrock, three miles from Dundalk, Both 
bis parents are dead, and he had been for 
some yeare an inmate of an industrial school 
in Dublin. For two years he had been em- 
ployed by Father McKeone, parish priest 
of Faughart, where the dead girl had alse 
worked as a housekeeper He had been in 
Father’s McKeone’s employment before Miss 
Callan went there, and he remained there 
until a few months ago. He was employed 
as a general handyman, and took care of 
Father McKeone’s motor car. 

Pending the receipt of the reports of the 
pathologists. no arrangement has been made 
for the holding of an inquest. Jt is learned 
that the analysis of the portions of the 
organs removed to Dublin by Doctors O’ Kelly 
and Dongan was commenced yesterday, The 
inquest may not be held for some weeks.

CAMPERS DENY DISORDERLY 
CONDUCT.

'(a) A Licence shall not be granted to any per- 

goh who is under the age of 18 years, or 
who is unable to read and write, and ana 
Licence so granted shall be void. 
The Commissioner may, at his discretion, 
refuse a Licence to any person, who has 
been convicted of any offence, dr who is 
not of good character, or whe is not re- 
fartee fuvourably on by the Garda as being 
ikely to be fit or suitable to act as Com- 
missionaire or Messenger. 

2, A person desirous of obtaining such Licence 
shall make application at the Office designuted by 
the Commissioner. for that purpose, shall fill in 
the necessary form of application correctly, and 
shall truthfully answer all questions that may be 
put to him in connection with his application; and 
shall submit two satisfactory references. 

3. The applicant, if his application is approved, 
shall, upon payment of a sum of five shillings,

Their 
reasons for this remarkable step are in- 
teresting. The Centre Party apparently 
takes the view that Herr Stresemann has 
stolen the thunder of its own leaders. 
Under the Chancellorship of Dr. Wirth, 
it argues, when Herr Walther Rathenau 
was Foreign Secretary, the policy which 
Herr Stresemann afterwards followed was 
formed ; and the kudos which has gone to

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| Canadian frontier tempts young Canadian 
manhood ‘as it tempts the manhood of our 


own’ country. In the year ending June 30, 
1927, no fewer than 81,000 persons left’ 
Ganada to make their home in the United 

States—it was the largest. immigration 

from any one country, In effect, Canada 
is proving to be but a bridge or vestibule 

between Europe and the United States. 

During the last quarter century Canada 

has lost, through declining birth-rate and 

emigration, three million souls who ought 

to have swelled her growth. It is a state 

of affairs against which Canadian 

patriotism revolts. All Canadian parties, 

from the French Nationalists of the older 

provinces to the Liberals of the wheat- 

growing West, are equally concerned with 
the country’s danger. The remedy is 

being sought in the promotion of manu- 

facturing industries which will rival those 

of the neighbouring country. At the same 
time urgent efforts are being made to 
attract larger numbers of settlers of 

Anglo-Saxon stock. The results of pro- 

paganda directed to this latter end have 

been disappointing. It is said that it 

costs many times as much in propaganda 

to attract a single immigrant from Britain 

as to bring several immigrants from 

Southern Europe. Throughout the civilised 

world a falling birth-rate is reducing the 

volume of possible migrants, and some 

economists expect that Europe soon will 

have a virtually stationary population. 

Canada’s hope lies in an interior revolu- 
tion. Settled and virile, Canadian families 
alone can replenish the land and render 
the Dominion as prosperous as the neigh- 

bouring Republic. 


Civil Engineers. 


The Institution of Civil Engineers is 
celebrating the centenary of its incorpora- 
tion under a Roya] Charter which was 
granted on June órd, 1828. The estab- 
lishment of this society may be regarded, 
in a sense, as marking the first. definite 
emergence of the civil science as distinct 
from the earlier interests of engineering, 
which had been predominantly military. 
By civil engineering, as was explained in 
the charter, the founders of the Institu- 
tion meant ‘‘the art of directing great 
sources of power in nature for the use 
and convenience of man.” In the ampli- 
fied statement of its implications specific 
reference is made to the construction of 
canals, docks, ports, breakwaters, light- 


houses and other facilities for water 
transport, as well as to the “art of | 
navigation by artificial power for the 


purposes of commerce.’ Here there is no 
mention of the railway or the railway 
engine, upon which experiments already 
had begun. The stress laid on waterways 
and their development was, of course, 
characteristic of the age. The first hundred 
years of the Institution’s existence, how- 
ever, have seen other power developments 
which were not contemplated in the 
charter of 1828. There are, for example, 
the gas and oil engines, making possible 
the motor car, the motor ship and the 
aeroplane, while the vast revolution 
efiected by the general introduction of 
electricity lies almost wholly within this 
period. It is true that some inventors 
already had proposed an electric telegraph 
before the society was brought into being, 
but all the large developments in electrical 
engineering came after its formation. The 
Institution of Civil Engineers has taken 
an honourable part in -this century of 
mechanical invention, not least by the 
influence of a well-equipped profession of 


engineering, whose members . combine 
technical knowledge with practical 
experience.

INCIDENT. 


SITTING OF SAVIDGE 
INQUIRY TO-DAY. 

Sir John Eldon Bankes, Chairman; Mr. J. 
J. Withers, M.P., and Mr. H. B. Lees 
Smith, M.P., the members of the tribunal of 
inquiry which will inquire into the action of 
the police in connection with their interro- 
gation of Miss Savidge on May 15th, after 
the Hyde Park incident, will hold a pre- 
liminary meeting this afternoon at the In- 
dustrial Court, Old Palace Yard, London. 
The proceedings will be private, the purpose 
of the meeting being to consider the pro- 
cedure to be followed at the public inquiry. 

The first public sitting of the tribunal will 
be held on Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock 
in King’s Bench Court No. 5. It is within 
the discretion of the tribunal to permit 
counsel to appear, and, assuming that per- 
mission is granted, Mr. Norman Birkett, 
K.C., and Mr. H. D. Roome will appear 
for the police, and Sir Patrick  [-astings, 
K.C.; Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, K.C., and 
Mr. Walter Frampton for Miss Savidge. 

Evidence will be taken on Wednesday from 
Miss Savidge, and possibly also from some 
of the police witnesses. The court which 
has been selected for the Savidge inquiry 
(King’s Bench Court 5) is one of the 
smallest in the building. An assembly of 
a little over a hundred, including officials, 
witnesses, Pressmen, and public, would re- 
present as much as the court would con- 
vienently accommodate.

PEKING, Monday, 8 p.m. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s train, car ing 
himself and his suite and bodyguard Naas 
Teking, was bombed by sympathisers of 
the Southern forces At the first station 
outside Mukden this morning. The 
Jictator was wounded on the face and 
head, and several members of ‘his staff, 
including the Governor of Heilungkiang 
Province and two other generals, were als. 
wounded. 

Several troops and civilians in the 
vicinity of the train were killed and others 
wounded. Some of the guard.on the train 
immediately opened machine-gun fire upon 
small sections of men in the vicinity, some 
of whom are reported to be Southern 
eoldiers in civilian clothes. 


RUSSIAN BOMBS. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s men made 
many arrests, and amongst the latter were 
two men upon whom were found un- 
exploded bombs. 

An examination of the latter revealed 
that they were of Russian make. Several 
of the arrested men were summarily 
executed by the side of the train, and 


about a score of prisoners were taken 
aboard. 
The evacuation of Peking and its 


environs is continuing slowly owing to the 
utter lack of railway equipment. Six 
srmies are still unextricated, although no 
creat pressure is being applied. 


MAILS BY FOOT. 

l’eking is entirely cut off, even by mail, 
the postal authorities fearing the capture 
of mail vans or trucks. The mails, there- 
tore, are sent to Tientsin by foot carriers, 
this requiring at least thirty-six hours. 

The garrisons in both Peking and 
Tientsin are on the alert, but, at the 
moment of cabling, there have been no 
demonstrations. Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s 
-Manchurians have carried off quite sixty 


much other property, including machinery, 
railway repair shops, and the contents of 
the Bureau of Engraving, also much other 
material, which will afford good trading 
opportunity when political reconstruction 
begins. 

Numerous foreign residents who have 
obtained steamer reservations are being 
held in Peking owing to the lack of train 
services, and are thus missing their con- 
nections. 


LITTLE DISORDER. 

Owing to the firmness of the police 
authorities, up to the present only minor 
disorders have occurred here Two soldiers 
have been shot for looting. All public 
meetings have been generally suspended, 
and all efforts are being made to pre- 
serve quiet in both cities, Peking and 
Tientsin, until the newcomers enter. 

Exactly which Nationalist faction will 
become the occupation forces is still not 
determined, although the Christian 
General, Feng Yuh-siang’s adherents are 
becoming additionally insistent. 


CRITICALLY WOUNDED. 
11 p.m. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s wound is now 
reported to be serious, and the latest 
messages indicate the ex-dictator is in a 
critical condition. 

The Marshal's son left Peking to-night 
on a special one-car train, the railway 
line being cleared for the journey. 

Governor Wu, of Heilungkiang Pro- 
vince, who was amongst the wounded in 
this morning’s bomb attack on the train, 
succumbed from his injuries this after- 
noon. 


LEGATIONS GUARDED. 

A Delegate of the Southern Government 
called at the Japanese Legation to-day at 
Veking and demanded the removal of the 
barricade and troops from the Austrian 
Legation wall. 

The demand was refused. Increased 
guards are being mounted to-night at all 
the Legation gates. The city is generally 
quiet, although many additional for- 
eigners are entering the quarter. 


CHANG TSO-LIN’S CONDITION. 
TOKIO, Monday. 

Aceording to an urgent message from 
Mukden, Wu Chungsheg, the Governor of 
Hei Lung Kiang, died as the result of the 
boml outrage on Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s 
train this morning. The news of his death 
was kept secret, so that the moral of the 
troops in Hei Lung Kiang should not be 
disturbed. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s condition is re- 
ported to be serious.

“ Mr. Russell thinks he remembers a case

works ye shall know them’ (this is a quota- 
tion from Christina Kosetti) and I do not 
hesitate to say that if Mr. Shaw wrote a 
criticism of a play of mine or of anybod 
else’s—and that criticism was published with 
a reply from me—or anybody else—he would 
be the last man—the very last man to take 
legal action. 

“I have written to Mr. Russell veuturing 
to assure him that Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Yeats won't mind the publication of the 
correspondence, unless it be that they are 
reluctant to stand shoulder to shoulder by 
their written opinions, which is a feeling one 
would hardly like to welcome. So in all 
probability the correspondence will be pub- 
lished in The Irish Statesman shortly, which 
will save them, and me, from the trouble of 
answering a multitude of questions.

“A BREACH OF COPYRIGHT." 

The publication of the correspondence 
is to be the subject of a report to the 
Society of Authors by Senator W. B. 
Yeats. “This was a statement made in tha 
course of an interview that an Jrish Times 
representative had with ‘Senator Yea's 
and Mr. Lennox Robinson last night. 

“I am bringing the matter before the 
Scciety of Authors,’’ Senator Yeats sai, 
““as I think that a very serious breach of 
copyright has been committed.

HERR WEIGEL DISAPPEARS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA, 


From OUR Own CornesPonnent. 
CAPE TOWN, Monday. 
The German inventor, Herr Weigel, who 
claims to have discovered the ‘‘ death ray ” 
before the British inventor’s discovery, and 
| which he claims is also operated fatally in 
| a shorter time, has mysteriously disappeared 
| from Johannesburg. 


For weeks Herr Weigel has been experi- 
menting on a gold digging invention which 
causes the sun’s rays to freeze by passing 
through a chemical substance. The cold 
atmosphere thus created is transmitted 
tnrough the aid of aluminium to the bottom 
of the gold mine, thereby regulating the 
temperature for the workers.

“ SHOOT AT THE MOON,” 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

Herr Valier, the constructor of the “ rocket 
car,” which recently underwent successful 
triais at the Avus race-track here, announces 
that his rocket aeroplane will be tried out 
next month, probably in the neighbourhood 
of Hanover. 

“Shooting at the moon ” has we been an 
expression signifying an unattainable objec- 
tive, but if the hopes of Herr Valier and 
those of Herr von Hopel, his backer, are 
realised the moon will no longer sen as 
unattainable as it has been in the past. 

Astronomers have been able to bring the 
moon and the other heavenly hodies nearer in 
optical distance; Herr Valier believes that he 
can decrease the physical distance. The 
inventor feels certain that his “ rocket-plane ” 
will attain an a!titude of 15,000 metres on its 
trials. 

The peculiar machine will utilise the same 
method of propulsion as that which per- 
mitted his rocket car to travel at the rate 
of one hundred and twelve miles an hour— 
that is, rockets fired successively from the 
tail end.

The difficult Chinese situation is: only 
relatively simplified by the departure of 
Ciang ‘Tso-lin from Peking. | There are, vi 
course, new perspectives. ‘The dominance of 
Nationalism as a political creed in the inter- 
pretation of the Kuomintang is now hardly 
centested. -Chang Tso-lin has retired, and 
Peking is awaiting his successor with some 
anxiety. Of the three military leaders who 
are nominally at the disposal of the Kuo- 
mintang, the Generalissimo, Chiang Kr. 
shek, hes for some weeks been in the back 
ground. Yen Hsi-shan is a cautious opper 
tunist, who for many years refrained from 
declaritig allegiance to any party, and has 
only lately. been forced by. events into a 
closer association with the Kuomintang. 
Feng Yu-hsiang, whose military 
appears to be the strongest, is thoroughly 
distrusted by every group in China, and is 
suspected: of maintaining his Soviet connec- 
tions. 

The possibility of a renewal of civil war, 
owing to a clash between the forces of these 
various leaders, cannot even now be excluded, 
and in such a war the disorder would 
certainly be greater than before. The risk 
is great, but there are two strong moderating 
influences. The first is the manifest triumph 
of the vague, strong, but still most imperfectly 
organised forces in Chinese politics that is 
called nationalism, and that does, to some 
extent, hold mere destructive militarism ‘In 
check. The second is the frank recognition 
of the new spirit in China by foreign Powers, 
first by Great Britain, and now, after a con- 
siderable interval, by Japan. For the moment 
Japan hears a very great responsibility. That 
responsibility can only be effectively exercised 
if it is fully shared on agreed principles by 
all the Powers who are directly interested in 
nina.

Unlike the ordinary farmer, whoawakens 
in the morning to the crow of the cockerel 
and the low of the cattle, Mr. Charles 
Gay, of Los Angeles, who arrived at 
evergoct from New York on thé White 
Star liner Baltic yesterday, is greeted by 
the roar of over a hundred lions; for he 
is the only lion farmer in the world. 

This lion farm at Los Angeles, extend- 
ing over five acres, is the fruition of an 
extraordinary adventure that was em- 
barked on some eight years ago by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Gay, the former a 
Frenchman by birth, and for many years 
associated in wild animal training with 
the late Frank Bostock, and Mrs, Gay, 
an’ Englishwoman, born at Darlington, 
formerly on the staff of one of London's 
big’ newspapers. 

They have 120 lions on their farm, 90 
per bent. of them being competent “ movie ” 
actors. Qne alone has earned 650,000 
dollars in that capacity during the last 
five years. 

| TEMPERAMENTAL LIONS. 

' No, you must not get the idea that it 
bas been all easy, said Mr. Gay; “ there 
are a thousand and one things to do on 
my farm.’ All the lions are tempera- 
mental, with highly nervous dispositions, 
and each has his er her individual 
_peculiarity. Some are strongly-affectionate ; 
some passably so; others merely endure 
human presence; still others again resent 
it strongly. and some are utterly im- 
possible to handle.’’ 

FOOD FOR THE LIONS. 

Besides the lions’ corrals, he continued, 
there is an enclosure for horses, a yard 
for. goats, and still another yard . for 
chickens The chickens provide an occa- 
sional dainty for some one of the beasts 
that may be sick, and the goats provide 
the milk for the tiny cubs. which are 
bottle-fed. lor all those that have got 
beyond the small cub stage fresh meat 
once a «lay is the delectable dainty. Two 
horses a day are slaughtered to provide 
this fresh meat. 

Mr. Gay is over in England for six 
months, and he will be making business 
visits to the leading film studios of 
England, France and Italy.

DETAINED ON MANSLAUGHTER 


CHARGE. 

Gordon Robert Spaull, chauffeur to Major 
Tryon, British Minister of Pensions, was 
committed for trial by the Guildford Coro- 
ner last nicht. following a verdict of man- 
slaughter against him at an inquest on a 
labourer who was knocked down by a car. 

Before evidence was taken at the inquest, 
Mr. Alan Rose, representing Major Tryon. 
referred to a newspaper report headed 
"“ Minister’s car kills a man.” It was, he 
said, obviously a most improper heading, for 
anyone reading it would assume that Major 
Tryon was either in the car, or had 
authorised the journey. 

Major Tryon said that Spaull had been 
in his employment for a fortnight. He dis- 
charged him after the accident because he 
took the car without his leave. Neither 
himself nor any member of his family was in 
the car, and he did not know that it was on 
the road. 

The jury returned a verdict of man- 
slaughter against Spaull, who was taken into 
custody.

The inquest was opened yesterday after- 
noon, and adjourned until the 11th inst., on 
Beatrice Edna Doust, the girl of fifteen, 
whose body, apparently gassed, was found 
wrapped in bed-clothes in a room in Great 
Ormond street, Bloomsbury, London. 

When the girl was found dead she had onlv 
three farthings in her bag. A letter found 
in her room read :—‘' Dear Sandy, I am fed 
up and sick of this life I am leading.

I cannot have you. I have no money and 
no clothes, so that life is not worth living.— 
Edna.”’ 

The Coroner asked if anyone desired that 
the inquest should be adjourned for further 
inquiries, and a married sister of the’ dead 
girl stepped forward and said that in her 
‘opinion her mother was responsible for the 
life Edna had been living.

HOME-GROWN WHEAT... 


SCHEME TO INCREASE 
PRODUCTION. 


A motion in the following terms has 
been tabled by Mr. Thomas Linehan for 
consideration. by the Free State Senate 
when that House meets to-morrow:— 

“That, in view of the large and increas- 
ing proportion of wheat and its products 
at present being imported for consumption 
within the Irish Free State, the Seanad is 
of opinion that the cultivation of a greatly 
increased area of Irish-grown wheat for 
home consumption has become a matter of 
urgent importance, and requests the Execu 
tive Council to provide by legislation that 
all flour so'd within the Irish Free State 
shall contain a substantial percentage of 
the flour of Irish-grown wheat.’’ 

The other business for consideration by 
the Chamber includes the introduction of 
a Bill by Senator Brady to amend the 
Children’s Act of 1908. Under this Act 
a child must be certified guilty of an 
offence before it can be committed to an 
industrial school by the magistrate. Mr. 
Brady’s measure proposes such an amend- 
ment of the Act as will secure that in 
future no stigma shall attach to the 
child; that ‘conviction for any offence 
shall not be preliminary to committal. 


THE DAIL. 

The Dail also meets to-morrow, its 
principal business being the resumed con- 
sideration of the Estimates. There is at 
present little prospect that the Presi- 
dent’s hope of an adjournment early in 
July will be realised. Only about half 
of the Estimates have been disposed of, 
and at least three new measures are due 
for debate. These are: 

(1) A Bill to-prohibit the importation 
of “evil literature.’’ 

(2) A Bill to change the method of 
election to the Senate. 3 

(3) A Bill to reconstitute the Borough 
Council of Cork, the functions of which 
for the last couple of years have been 
discharged by City Commissioner 
Monahan. 

The last-mentioned measure is now 
almost ready for introduction, and the 
Minister for Local Government hopes to 
secure its passage through both Houses 
before the Recess.

This morning at 2.15 o’clock Guard Percy 
Walker was on duty, and when passing the 
residence of Mr. Frederick Ryan, an Clerk, 
in Upper Chape! street, observed a number 
of flower pots under the window; also a pair 
of shoes and a coat. He knocked at the door, 
and Mr. Ryan came down. When they 
entered the diningroom they found, it is said, 
Jane Walsh, and she was thereupon arrested. 

She was brought up at a special court, 
before Mr. J. J. Collins, Peace Commissioner, 
this afternoon and charged with the offence.

SUPPORTER OF AL SMITH FOR 
PRESIDENCY, 

Mr. William F. Kenny, the famous New 
York capitalist, who is the chief financier of 
Mr. Al Smith’s presidential campaign, has 
arrived in London. He is a very wealthy 
man, but, “Money is useful for just two 
things,” he says: “One is to provide for 
family needs, and the other is to use it 
to-entertain friends. That's what I do with 
mine.” 

Mr. Kenny has two private railway cars, 
one for Mrs. Kenny, in case he himself should 
want to be off somewhere else—with Al Smith 
in North Carolina, for instance. His father 
was a fireman. Every time that a New York 
or Brooklyn fireman is killed in the course 
of duty the widow gets a thousand dollars 
cheque from Mr. Kenny. 

His beefsteak dinners, held for years in the 
basement of his Brooklyn home, have grown 
so popular that he now gives them in a 
300-feet square chamber, called the Tiger 
Room, in a mid-town Manhattan office build- 
ing, equipped with a 70-feet onyx table anda 
full-size stage. $ 

Should Mr. Al Smith take charge of the 
White House, Mr. Kenny will become a silent 
power in politics. His present visit to Great 
Britain is purely a ‘‘ week-end” affair, as he 
Is returning to America on the Leviathan’s 
return voyage to-day. He came to attend the 
conferences in connection with the establish- 
ment of the new Morris plan banks in this 
country.

MURDER IN HIS OFFICE: 
STAFF INVOLVED,

PRISONER’S STRANGE 
STORY. 


Set 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

The trial of Mestorino, the jeweller, on 
a charge of murdering another jeweller 
named Trupheme, which began this after- 
noon in the Seine Assizes, will, doubtless be 
the cause célébre of the year in Paris, The 
court was packed to overflowing long before 
the proceedings began. Many celebrities 
were present, but all eyes were turned 
towards Mestorino’s wife and sister-in-law, 


| sitting with handkerchiefs to crying eyes at 


one side of the court, and the black-clad 
father and mother of Trupheme on the other 
side. 

Mesterino was brought into the dock by 
two stalwart gendarmes. He is a power- 
fully-built man in the middle thirties, with a 
strong, clean-shaven face, of distinctly 
Italian mould. He was wearing a well-cut 
blue serge suit. 


THE JUDGE'S QUERIES. 

After the usual formalities, the Judge 
began to question Mestorino, who thus, by 
question and answer, was led to give his 
version of the crime. The version he gave 
to-day diametrically conflicted on various im- 
portant points with his previous statement to 
the police and the examining magistrate. 
Sensation-seekers were rewarded for a long 
wait by a series of unexpected thrills. 

The first contradiction of previous evi- 
dence related to a small point. Mestorino 
denied that he had sent out for a cold lunch 
after killing Trupheme in his office. The 
lunch story, he asserted," was an invention of 
his sister-in-law. He also declared that the 
earriage rug, in which the corpse was 
wrapped, was bought after the crime by his 
sister-in-law. Hitherto he had*always said 
that he brought the rug with him from home 
in the car that morning. 


THE MURDER SCENE. 

The murder scene itself was described by 
Mestorino as follows :—‘* We had a row about 
money matters. We fought like dustmen. 
He insulted me, and I killed him.” 

In reply to the judge, Mestorino affirmed 
that it was a lie that his sister-in-law had 
been his mistress. She invented the story, 
he said, to save him. He said that Trupheme 
died of suffocation, but he was by no means 
explicit lee dreas how and why he thrust 
cotton wool into his victim’s mouth. 

The judge’s query: “What happened 
then?” elicited a further sensation. Mestorino 
declared—*‘I sat down on a chair and cried. 
Then my staff saw the corpse, and one of 
them wanted to telephone for the police, but 
I prevented him.” 


OFFICE STAFF INVOLVED. 

This development is entirely new. Hitherto 
there has been no suggestion that anybody 
had seen or heard anything except his sister- 
in-law. 

Mestorino continued, sobbing—‘‘ They (his 
employés) had pity on me.” He then went 
on to tell how his sister-in-law went out at 5 
o'clock that evening and bought a rug, while 
a small lad whom he employed was de- 
spatched to buy some packing canvas. 

Mestorino said that he took the body down- 
stairs unaided, although his sister-in-law 
helped him by diverting the attention of the 
concierge. 

STORY OF A BRIBE. 

After a detailed account of ‘his drive into 
the forest with the body and his attempt to 
burn it in a ditch, Mestorino was questioned 
by the judge as to the amount he paid the 
garage keeper to affirm that his car had re- 
mained jn the garage during the days suc- 
ceeding the crime. With head bent and 
voice barely rising above a whisper, Mes- 
torino admitted that he sold two of 
Trupheme’s stones to pay the garage keeper 
15,000 francs, but he denied that he bribed 
any of the other witnesses who gave false 
evidence in the hope of saving him. 
_Mestorino’s conduct after the crime was 
pitilessly dealt with by counsel for the 
Trupheme’s family, who, after recalling that 
Mestorino attended his victim’s funeral, 
pointed out that the accused visited news- 
paper offices and recounted false rumours in 
an attempt to divert the search for the mur- 
derer into another channel. 

‘This man is al] lies; his attitude will 
weigh heavily in the scales of justice,” 
Maitre Garcon concluded. 


OFFICE BOY'S EVIDENCE. 

The hearing of the witnesses then. began. 
As Mestorino declared that the persons who 
entered his office after the crime were his 
sister-in-law and two employés, the Judge 
decided to begin with these. 

The. office boy, aged 15, was called first. 
He said that he heard the noise of a quarrel, 
and running into the office saw a man on 
the ground. Mestorino exclaimed to him: 
“Get out!’ The boy denied that he went 
to fetch Mestorino’s lunch, but said that he 
had been instructed to say this by his em- 
ployer’s sister-in-law and Mme. Mestorino. 

Another employé who was called to give 
evidence affirmed that Trupneme, in fear of 
his life, offered his whole fortune of 300.000 
francs in exchange. Mestorino admitted 
that this might have happened. 

When the Court rose this evening the ex- 
citement among the public had risen to fever 
heat, and there is every promise of more 
sensations to-morrow. 


WOMAN TRAVELLER’S 
DOGS. 


COMEDY ON AN ATLANTIC 
LINER.

Violent argu- 
ment broke out, and in her rage the woman 
suddenly struck the smaller dog with a 
handy golf stick, killing him with a first 
blow. 

Miss Maccord immediately called the cap- 
tain, and demanded the arrest of the lady. 
The captain, feeling that he was near 
enough to port to be able to avoid being im. 
plicated in the nasty business, refused to do 
anything. 

When Miss MacCord got ashore here she 
promptly called on both British and 
American Consuls to invoke the action of 
these gentlemen. They, too, politely declined 
to be drawn into the matter. : 

The grief-stricken owner of the late lapdog 
then went to the French Commissariat of 
Police. There, too, she was met with 
refusal. The French police captain told her 
that since the crime took place on board a 
British vessel at sea he had no authority to 
do anything. 

The young woman then went on to Paris, 
taking the body of her pet with her. She 
proposes to have it embalmed and to take 
it back to the United States.

Oireachtas. To these amended proposals, 
definite, and, I think, well-informed, objec-

“It fell to my lot, as Chairman of the 
Greater Dublin Commission, to consider very 
carefully the wide and complex town-planning 
issues involved in various schemes for shaping 
the future of our capital city, As a con- 
sequence I was led to favour the replacement 
of Butt Bridge by a new roadway and a new 
bridge which would connect the southern end 
of Amiens street with City quay and the end 
of Lombard street, so giving wide street con- 
nections from Amiens street to Westland row 
and to the junction of Pearse street and Sand- 
with place, For later developments there will 
be reqttired a “transporter’’ bridge to con- 
nect the point of North Wall with the end ef 
Sir John Rogerson’s quay. 

The main arguments in support of this 
alternative, to the present proposals of the 
Port and Docks Board may be stated briefly. 
A bridge on the eastern side of the Custom 
House would divert much of the traffic which, 
now flowing through Tara street, contributes 
to growing congestion and traffic delays in 
that dangerous bottle-neck passage between 
the Bank of Ireland and Trinity College. The 
rebuilding and widening of Butt Bridge, 
instead of solving the prosent acute traffic 
problem,: would serve to intensify congestion 
at this danger point. 

Further, the provision of a “‘ transporter ” 
bridge at one of the narrowest and most con- 
gested points of North Wall (as proposed by 
the Port and Docks Board) would necessarily 
tend to create increased traffic delays between 
the arrival and departure of transporter 
““gondolas.” Horse-drawn vehicles might 
await the arrival of the ‘‘ gondola,’’ thus 
adding to the already serious congestion. The 
vast majority of motor venicles unquestion- 
ably would avoid delay by following the 
present Butt Bridge route to the College 
Green congestion centre. The extension of 
Amiens street to the Custom Howse quay, 
which is alreadv in hand, demands for its 
proper complement direct bridge outlet to 
connect with the south-eastern part of the 
city. This street extension across the re- 
claimed Custom House Dock runs through 
several acres of vacant ground. which covld 
be utilised as an ideal ‘‘ parking’’ place for 
motor ‘buses, lorries and other vehicles.

Its postponement will not prejudice any of 
the bui issues involved, whereas an unwise 
decision on the guestion of new bridges would 
prejudice seriously the future oí the city; 
for it would tie the hands, and baffle tme 
work, of a town-planning authority for many

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MURDER OF A RECLUSE.

An alleged statement implicating a man, 
who has since satisfied the police that he 
had nothing to do with the crime, was re- 
ferred to when the Cornish murder trial 
opened vesterday before Mr. Justice Swift at 
Cornwall Assizes. William John Maynard, a 
rabbit trapper (36), was indicted for the 
murder of Richard Francis Roadley (84), a 
wealthy recluse, who was found dead in his 
cottage at Titson, a hamlet near Bude, on 
February 18. 

Mr. Rayner Goddard, K.C., for the prosecu- 
tion, said that at Stratton police station 
Maynard made a statement involving a man 
named Thomas Harris. He said that they 
went together to the cottage for the purpose 
of robbery, and he gave Harris his trapper’s 
hammer. Maynard also said that he was out- 
side the cottage when the murder was com- 
mitted, but that afterwards he went in and 
took part in the robbery. 

Mr. Goddard said that it could be shown 
that Harris had nothing to do with the 
murder. People of unimpeachable credit 
would say that he was with them at Jacob- 
stow, six miles distant. during the whole even- 
ing on woich the murder was committed. 

Inspector Pill said that in the ransacked 


cottage he found bonds worth £1,644.

Answering Mr. W. T. Lawrence, K.C.. de- 
fending, the inspector said he told the Press 
photographers, who were near when Maynard 
made the statement, that it must not be put 
in the papers. 

Mr. Justice Swift—Is it not an offence to 
publish photographs of people taken into 
custody? 

Mr. Lawrence—It is an offence to take 
photographs in court: 

Mr. Justice Swift (after consulting the 
Act)—It is a great pity that the law was not 
made to prohibit the publication of photo- 
graphs of any persons in custody. People in 
custody should not be subjected to the 
ignominy of photographs of them appearing 
in the newspapers. 

The court adjourned until to-day. 


ELECTRIC STATION TO 
COST <£1,600,000. 


- 


Liverpool is to construct what will be one 
of the first of the large new electricity 
stations. Negotiations have been going on 
between the Liverpool Corporation electricitv 
undertaking and the Electricity Commis- 
sioners, and as a result of these the tramways 
and electric lighting committee adopted a 
report of the city electrical engineer that steps 
should be taken for the purchase of a site on 
the River Mersey and for the construction of 
the new station. 

The proposed site is that of the Clarence 
dock, and arrangements are being made for 
the purchase of the site from the Mersey 
Docks and Harbour Board. In accordance 
with the wishes of the Electricity Commis- 
sioners, the station will contain in the first in- 
stance two turbo-alternators, each of 50,000 
k.w. (over 65,000 h.p.), with the necessarv 
boilers, but the ultimate capacity of the 
station will be eight such turbo-alternators, 
with a total capacity of 400,000 k.w. (or over 
900,000 h.p.). The first stage of the station 
will involve a capital expenditure of approxi- 
mately £1,600,000, but far from this causing 
any burden on the rates the capital charges 
on the expenditure are guaranteed by the 
Central Electricity Board. ; 

This station will not only supply Liverpool, 
but will be linked up with other larze 
stations, so that it will be one of the main 
stations for the supply of the area, including 
the whole of Lancashire and most of Cheshire 
und West Yorkshire. The erection of this 
station will take the place of the extensions 
of Lister’ drive station approved by the City 
Council in December, 1927. The interest and 
sinking fund charges are guaranteed by the 
Central Electricity Board, so that should the 
new station entail any greater cost than would 
have arisen with the extension at Lister drive, 
the a fapncer will not suffer. On the other 
hand, if, as is confidently expected, the new 
station can in the near future generate more 
efficiently than that at Lister drive, then 
Liverpool will reap the benefit of this. Lister 
drive station will still play a large part in the 
supply. The construction of the new station 
will have very beneficial effects on the dis 
trict, as it will mean that a large amount cf 
employment will be given,

shadowed by other Churches. 

“The pity is that, some who are 
qualified to fill much larger and .m 
prominent spheres are allowed to remain 
their entire ministry in a small charge almost 
forgotten. So far no remedy has been 
discovered for this, but it would be desirahie 
if some means could be devised whereby those 
who have served five, seven, or ten yeare 1) 
the South or West could be transferred to the 
North, if they so desired.” 

NEW MODERATOR. 

The Rev. Thomas A. Smvth, M.A., LL.B., 
minister of (Great. Victoria street Church, 
Belfast, who had been nominated by nineteen 
of the thirty-five Presbyteries of the Churen, 
was unanimously elected Moderator. 

The following are points from his address :— 

Looking at the Church and the world 
around us at the moment, there are many 
things to encourage us, and not a few t 
cause deep searchings of heart. The werld is 
shivered to atoms to-day, but the darkest hour 
is that before the dawn, However tragic the 
situation may be, there is invariably some 
compensation, and the advantage fer us af 
present is that we are privileged to begin en 
a new foundation, and we ought to take heed 
how we build thereon. 

As a Church in lxeland we have just reason 
to thank God for established peace and stab!e 
government. We cannot fail to express ovr 
indebtedness, too, to our legislators in both 
Northern and Southern Ireland for the 
measures they have given us for the better- 
ment of the people, and especially for the 
reduction of the evils in ccnnection with the 
drink traffic. and we trust that the time 's 
not far distant when this soarce of misery 
will be further curtailed. 

GREYHOUND RACING. 

Whilst we are friendly to all innocent spor 
that has for its object the promotion of th 
health and happiness of the community, y 
all right-thinking men must view with gra 
concern the prevalence of the  Jates 
curse in our midst in the form of grey- 
hound racing, with the open facilities f 
betting and gambling, which are nothing les: 
than a menace to the moral and spiritua! 
well-being of the nation, and we would ‘thos 
urgently appeal to our Governments to p. 
as the people from this cause of demorali-:- 
ion. 

Church consolidation is a subject of great 
difficulty and delicacy, and must be handed 
in a very gentle and sympathetic spirit. 

In the home Church there are two distinct 
problems with which we have to deal. There 
are the scattered congregations, where there 
is little more than = bai of people, and 
there are the teeming populations in city and 
town. Our thoughts are with the pressing 
needs of the first of these two classes at 
present. What can we do for the men who 
are in the front line? 

If our Church is to be one of the torch 
bearers of the truth is this country, and 
she is to do her share in carrying to every 
corner of the land the message of Him Who 
is the Light of the World she cannot afford 
to retreat before the powers of darkness and 
sin. This can only be done when the Churc! 
in the centres where she is numerically and 
financially strong comes to the aid of thos 
who are holding the weakened lines; or 
shus can she encourage these brethren and 
strengthen their hands in God.

FOOD AND FARM 
PRODUCTS PRICES. 


A -FORECAST. 


By R. BORLASE MATTHEWS. 
(Copyright Reserved.) 

English wheat has been a comparatively 
quiet trade during the month, though prices 
have varied at different centres in accord- 
ance with the quantities on offer. The 
demand, on the whole, has been dul!; it is 
probable that many farmers will with- 
hold their supplies, thus maintaining the 
present prices. 

Trade in imported wheat ha: been dull, but 
prices are unaltered. The reports of the 
winter wheat crop in the United States are 
less satisfactory than those of last year. 
According to the present position it is esti- 
mated that this year’s crop of winter wheat 
will be thirty-six million ewts. lower than 
that harvested last year. 

MAIZE IN STEADY DEMAND. 

The Canadian official report states that 
more than twenty per cent. of the area sown 


with winter wheat has been ' winter 
killed.”’ Excellent progress has been made 


with the sowing of spring wheat in Canada, 
and hopes are expressed that the acreage will 
be greater than that of last year. Maize has 
been in steady demand at recent prices. The 
official estimate of this year’s Argentine crop 
is 152 million cwts., which is 8 million cwts. 
smaller than last year’s yield. Last year, 
however, an exceptionally heavy crop was 
obtained, as that year’s figure was 40 million 


cwts. above the average for the last five 
years. In spite of the good progress made 


with the new crop, prices are not likely to 
show any appreciable change, owing to the 
heavy Continental purchases. 

; OATS SCARCE. 

Supplies of English oats are scarce and thé 
recent high prices are maintained. Improved 
supplies of foreign oats have arrived and 
prices are inclined to ease. 

Both home-grown and imported baabeys 
are in very quiet request at late rates. On 
the London market virtually no interest has 
been shown in barley during the past two 
weeks. Feed descriptions have maintained 
recent prices. 

Milling offals have met a comparatively 
quiet trade. Prices probably will fall during 
the present month as there are large stocks 
on hand. 

Oil cakes have, in most cases, maintained 
recent prices; but trade in all centres has 
been quiet. A slight fall in the price of 
linseed cake may be exwerienced. This, 
however, will only be small as the price of 
seed is still high 

FAT CATTLE PRICES HIGHER. 


Entries of fat cattle have met a brisk 
demand, and higher prices have been 


obtained for all grades. Dairy cattle have 


only experienced a moderate § inquiry 
with little change in prices. The trade 
in store cattle has been rather dull for 


this time of the year, as buyers are inclined 
to wait until the pastures improve. The 
supply of store and fat pigs has been plenti- 
ful, and prices are lower for both classes. 
Small supplies of store sheep met a ready 
sale at higher prices. Rearing calves have 
been in good demand, and prices are higher 
at all centres. 

Butter has been plentiful, and prices are 
generally lower. Eggs continue plentiful, 
and only a very slight increase in price has 
been experienced.

ANCIENT BABYLONIA, 


LECTURE ON ARCHAjO- 
LOGICAL DISCOVERIES, 


In connection with the World’s Evangelical 
Alliance, two Bible lectures were delivered 
in the Mission Hall, Townsend street, Dublin, 
yesterday, by the Rev. J. Politeyan, B.A., 
F.R.G.S. His subject in the afternoon was 
* Archeological! Discoveries in Ancient 
Babylonia.”” One must, he said, read the 
word of God before studying archeology, 
and in reading the word of God the first 
essential thing was to have God's Holy Spirit 
as teacher. The discoveries being made 
were proving the accuracy of the word of 
God. The stones, indeed, were crying out 
all over the East: ‘‘ Thy word is true from 
the beginning.” : 


UR OF THE CHALDEES. 

At present, he said, they were having a 
resurrection of an ancient world. In the 
land of Babylonia, or Ur of the Chaldees, 
the City of Abraham, they would be sur- 
prised to-day at the things that had been 
found within the last three years. In Ur of 
the Chaldees alone they could almost imagine 
themselves four thousand years ago in 
Dublin. here was, in his hand, an in- 
ventory of a new bride of that period. She 
had a house, and in that beautiful house 
a slave to wait upon her. She had rooms, 
a beautiful garden, beautiful dresses, neck- 


had a young man writing to his young lady, 
and to-day they had in Ur several hundred 
graves opened which were a great revela- 
tion to them. There they had jewellery in 
abundance, of beautiful workmanship, 
precious stones and gold and silver crowns. 
In Ur also they had a wonderful literature. 

It had been said by a German professor 
that Moses could not have written any part 
of the books of Moses because in the time 
of Moses there was no writing, but to-day 
no man of any reputation as a scholar would 
say that Moses could not write. 


THE BOOK OF GENESIS. 

When he opened the first few chapters of 
the Book of Genesis he found words belong- 
ing, not to Hebrew, but to a language 
spoken a long time before the days of 
Abraham. The discoveries that were being 
made in ancient Babyloma were confirming 
their faith in the historical part of the word 
of God, and were throwing light—they were 
almost a commentary—on the Bible. 

The Rev. J. Sinclair stevenson, 
B.D., who presided, thanked 
Politeyan for his address. 


BIBLICAL DIFFICULTIES, 

In his lecture in the evening on “ Some 
Biblical Difficulties Explained in the 
light of the Language, Life and History 
of the Ancient East,” Mr. Politevyan said 
that they had difficulties in the Bible be- 
cause, in the first place, it was a holy book 
given by inspiration of the Holy Spirit, and, 
therefore, in order to find its wonderful 
secrets and wonderful joy, one must have 
the help of the Holy Spirit. Secondly, not 
only was the Bible a Divine book, but an 
Eastern book, written in the language-of the 
Fast, and, therefore, they found great diffi- 
culty in it, because they were reading an 
Eastern book in the West, and, moreover, 
they were reading, not a modern book, but 
a book three or four thousand years old, 


THE CANAANITES, 

He had been asked why God allowed the 
Canaanites to be destroyed. When he went 
out East and found bundles of inscriptions 
about the Canaanites he did not wonder that 
they were destroyed. If to-day he translated 
the documents he had about the Canaanites 
the Free State Government or the Govern- 
ment in England would put the translation 
under lock and key, so that no one might 
read it. The Canaanites were a mere cancer 
in human society. When one had details 
everything became perfectly clear. 


FULL OF LESSON. 

Mr. Politeyan gave a very interesting talk 
on the meaning of Hebrew words, with a 
view to making difficulties and apparent con- 
tradictions in the Bible clear, and said that, 
reading the Bible from the Oriental point of 
view, he became perfectly clear and full of 
lesson. They had in the Word of God His 
own inspiration. They had in the Bible diffi- 
culties, but all could be explained,

A committee meeting of railwaymen held 
at Ballinamore, County Leitrim, to 
draw up a circular letter, and to have copies 
circulated to all stations on the Cavan and 
Leitrim section of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, inviting their co-operation in a general 
effort to combat unfair road motor traftic. 

The circular points out that motor traffic 
is allowed to exploit the public highways, 
while the railway companies were not only 
employing thousands of men, but were by 
far the largest contributors to the national 
purse in the way of taxes, and paid salaries 
which assured those in their employment a 
decent standard of livelihood. 

* Serious notice,” the circular says, ““was 
taken of the fact that a gradual stagnation 
was creeping in on the business progression of 
the smaller towns and rural areas, and that 
this stagnation was slowly but surely, in a 
subtle manner, heading towards annihilation 
of the business and agricultural activities of 
the rural areas. This sad state of things 
germinates from the regrettable and refrac- 
tory fact that the motor ’buses are offering 
tempting facilities, which are successfully 
deviating the people towards the larger towns 
and provincial capitals. If the existing ten- 
dencies are not promptly and speedily counter- 
acted, the committee visualise inevitable de- 
populisation and its consequent successors, 
social ruin and national disaster.” 

The committee decided to invite the co- 
operation of all railwaymen at all centres and 
stations, as well as at all outstations, on the 
Cavan and Leitrim section of the Great 
Southern Railways in order to stimulate a 
general activity and frustrate as far as pos- 
sible any diminution in the passenger and 
goods carrying capacity of the general system.

CLARE BOARD COMPLAINT. 


A serious complaint with reference to 
sanitary conditions at. Kildysart was made by 
Mr. Thomas Crowe at the last meeting of the 
Clare County Board of Health. He said that 
conditions there were absolutely scandalous 
and dangerous owing to an untenanted house 
in the village not being connected with the 
main sewerage pipe. The owner of the house 
was a man named Guinane, who lived on 
Coney Island, on the Shannon; and the owner 
refused to take any action in the matter. The 
Board could not let people die owing to this 
work not being done, 

The Secretary said that the owner of the 
untenanted house was responsible for making 
the connection, and Mr. Crowe said that the 
owner lived on Coney Island, paid neither 
rent nor rates, and defied anybody to collect 
them. He even defied the British Govern- 
ment—and the Free State Government 
apparently could not touch him either. On 
that island neither landlord nor rate collector 
was recognised.

“RURAL SCIENCE IN 
NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 


—-— > - 
ADVICE TO MONAGHAN 
TEACHERS. 

Addressing the County Monaghan Nati nal 
Teachers’ Association on the teaching of rural 
science in primary schools, Mr. Joseph 
Hanley, Inspector, of the Education Depart- 
ment, said. that the subject became really 
useful when rural science and nature study 
were taken up. “It interested the children in 
the things around them. He advised that 


‘the plots to be attached to the schools for 


demonstration purposes should not be large, 
and that the amount of manual labour done 
by the children should be small, the object 
being to develop the intellect of the child 
rather than to develop the muscle. 

On the practical side the parents could do 
more than the teachers. Their fathers were 
the farmers of the county, and farming was 
not the teachers’ fession. The teachers 
could take the children to the experimental 
plot, discuss with them what they were doing 
there and why they were doing it, and they 
would find that the children would “ drin 
it in.” Nature study, which varied slightly 
from the rural science course, could be taken 
where there was no plot available, and the 
children could be got to bring samples of 
flowers, roots, etc., to the schools for this 
purpose. 

plying to Mr. McEneaney, Threemile- 
house, Mr. Hanley said that rural science 
was an obligatory subject, and he could not 
answer whether algebra or geometry could be 
cut out to teach rural science. 

Replying to other questions, Mr. Hanley 
said that elaborate notes were not necessary. 
The inspectors would be responsible for the 
marks awarded. It would require legislation

that it would be well to have organisers for 
every school subject, who woul ive an 
occasional lecture, such as they had heard, 
and to have no inspectors at all.

ATTENDANTS TO BE 


APPOINTED.

*BUS DRIVER WENS HIS CASE, 
At Omagh Petty Sessions yesterday keen 
interest was taken in a prosecution by the 


police against James Bann, a driver en the 
Omagh-Derry "bus service, for having driven 
to the danger of the public on 1th ult. The 


rosecution involved the question of the 
legality of the street “ islands ” erected in 
the town recently by the Omagh Urban 
Council. 

Mr. Orr, solicitor, who appeared for the 
defevdant, raised the question of the legality 
of the “islands,” and said that a notorious 
obstruction had been erected on the street by 
the Urban Council. He observed that the 
Bench was composed of some members of the 
Urban Council, who had actually interested 
themselves in this matter, and who had their 
minds made up, and he asked them to retire 
from the hearing of the case. 

Mr. Alexander McPherson said that was a 
remarkable statement for a solicitor to make, 
Mr. Orr—I am entitled to make it, and 
object to members of the Urban Council 

adjudicating. 

Captain Gosselin, R.M., agreed that 
members of the Urban Council who had m- 
terested themselves in the controversy clse- 
where should not adjudicate. Three members 
of the bench—Messrs. Alexander McPherson, 
T. Johnston and L.. A. Clements—then re- 
tired. 

Mr. Orr challenged the legality of the 
obstruction of the street. 

The Chairman said that that question could 
not be raised in that ccurt. 

Mr. Orr said that he must raise it, because 
had it not been for the obstruction placed on 
the street by the Urban Council the case 
would not have arisen. 

Constable Cox gave evidence that the de- 
fendant drove a ‘bus around the “‘island”’ at 
Bridge street corner on the wrong side. 

Charles Donaghey, the owner of the ‘bus, 
who was acting as conductor, stated that 
there was a five-ten lorry standing on the 
main street opposite the “ island,” and a 
horse and van a short distance down the 
street to the left side. It was im- 


possible to get round the “ island 
erected by the Urban Council on the 
proper side, and it was by his 


instructions that the driver went round on 
the other side. There was no traffic on that 
side at the time, and no danger to the public, 
He was anxious to comply with the traffic 
regulations, but it was quite impossible to 
do so. At the present time, in order to take 
a *bus round the “island,” it was necessa 
to mount the footpath to the danger of the 
public, . 

James Bann, the defendant, gave corrobora- 
tive evidence. : 

Mr. Orr said that the “island ” in ques- 
tion was a nuisance in the town, and had 
heen described as a monument to the Urban 
Council, a grave and a coffin. 

Captain Gosselin said the Court could not 
hold that the defendant was driving reck- 
lessly, wantonly, or to the danger of the 
public having regard to the circumstances of 
the case. He would take off his hat to the 
man who could drive a lengthy ‘bus or lorry 
safely around this corner under present 
conditions with other tratlic on the street.

Except for the first lap, which, after a 
sluggish start that cost him a valuable ten 
seconds and caused him to be in the sixth 
place at the end of the circuit, Bennett 
dominated the race from start to finish. His 
slow start caused him to be 1 minute 19 
seconds behind Dobson, the Manchester rider, 
on a Sunbeam, who led at the end of the 
first lap. _Arcangeli, the Italian rider, on a 
similar make of machine, was second, and 
the meteoric Simpson (A.J.8.) third. 
Bennett now settled down, and, raising his 
speed from 66.24 to 69.53 miles per hour, 
he ran into first place at the end of the 
second lap, and remained there to the finish. 

Simpson had passed Arcangeli on the 
second lap, and was 14 seconds behind 
Bennett at the end of the circuit, but, with 
the latter doing another record lap at 69.81 
miles per hour, Simpson was 1 minute 39 
seconds in arrear when the fourth circuit 
was entered. Simpson stopped to fill up at 
the end of the third circuit, and the delay 
caused him to drop to fourth place. In 
the next circuit he had mechanical trouble 
and retired, leaving Bennett with .a clear 
lead from the rest of the field, and only a 
mechanical breakdown or a crash could now 
deprive the leader of victory. Willis, 
riding a similar machine to Bennett, 
who had been in the leadin six 
from the second lap, came into seceall place 
with Simpson’s trouble, but at the end of the 
fourth lap was 2 minutes 32 seconds in arrear 
to the leader, 


IRISHMAN INCREASES HIS LEAD. 

Bennett increased his lead to 3 minutes 25 
seconds at the end of the fifth lap, and 
entered on the final circuit with a lead of 
4 minutes 24 seconds from Willis. Still 
riding faster than the field Bennett ran out 
the easiest of winners by 5 minutes 8 seconds 
from Willis, who had the mortification of 
being beaten for the premicr honours for 
the second year in succession. 

The race was started under ideal weather 
conditions, in a flat calm and brilliant sun- 
shine, but as it progressed a breeze arose 
which developed into a whole gale before the 
race finished. This, however, cannot be said 
to have affected the riders to any extent, and 
it was the high speeds which were attained 
that resulted in only twenty-one of the 
fifty-one starters finishing within the time 
limit. Only the first of them win replicas 


‘by finishing within one-eighth of the winner's 


time. 

Of the three’ non-starters, the most notable 
were Handley, who did not weigh in, and 
Colgan, the Irish Brooklands crack, who was 
ill. The place of Porter, the Scottish crack, 
was: taken by Frank Major. Of the four 
riders irom outside the United Kingdom who 


took part in the race the only one to finish 
was Magner (Sweden) on a Royal Enfield, 
who was a sixteenth. Archangeli was in 


third slace when he crashed on the fourth 
lap. Franconi (Switerland) was fourth when 
he retired on the fourth lap, while Cohen 
(South Africa) retired on the fourth lap. 
While falls were numerous, the only rider 
who was seriously injured was Norman Black, 
the Scottish crack. He fractured the left 
elbow, broke a rib and sustained a compound 
fracture of the left leg, but is in no danger. 


THE OTHER IRISH RIDERS. 

Of the six Irish riders, the. only one to 
finish, in addition to Bennett, was Burney, 
who was twentieth, 68 minutes behind the 
winner. Johnston and Craig did not com- 
plete the first lap. After being seventh at 
the end of the first circuit Woods retired 
with engine trouble on the third lap. Shaw 
(Belfast) retired after five laps, being in fourth 
place when he fell, fortunately without injury.

MATERNAL MURTALITY. 


The British Minister of Health has ap- 
pointed a Departmental Committee, who are 
to advise upon the appucation to maternal 
mortality and morbidity of the medical and 
surgical knowledge. at present available.

COCHET DEFEATS LACOSTE, 
STADE ROLAND GARROS, Monday. 
Miss Helen Wills, the All-England lady 
singles champion, added the French hard 
courts title to her long list of honours 
to-day, when she beat Miss Eileen Bennett 
for the loss of only three games. Miss Wills 
thus achieved something approaching a re- 
cord in going through the whole tournament 
without losing a single set. The extent of 
her loss was thirteen games altogether, and 
she never lost more than three of these in 
any single match. 


Miss Wills’ wide margin of victory to-day’ 


was due to her determination to keep Miss 
Bennett away from the net, and thus restrict 
the English girl’s usually varied game to a 
driving ádh In this she was successful, 
because she was able to regulate the pace of 
the game from the start by her skilful judg- 
ment and magnificent ball-control. 

Her drives seldom had anything formidable 
about them, and, while being sufficiently fast 
and well-placed to prevent Miss Bennett 
catching them on the volley, they were slow, 
deliberate strokes compared with those she 
has often used previously, Miss Wills’ own 
excursions to the net were few and far be- 
tween, and even then they were not success- 


ul.

Miss Wills 28, Miss Bennett 16; second set— 
Miss Wills, 35; Miss Bennett, 24. 

MISS BENNET NERVOUS. 

There was only a comparatively small
